servant girl question. Not long ago there 
appeared in the columns of a New York 
newspaper tho following announcement: 
“And now a servant girl society has been 
organized in Gotham for the protection of 
mistress and maid. Tho society demands 
that each servant on leaving her mistress 
shall leave behind her a reference of 
character. 
The

whether the mistress his been mild- 
tempered or severe, liberal or prudent, sub­ 
ject to company or not, etc. The mistress 
also gives a reference. In this way both 
parties are suited, neither is imposed upon, 
fend the world wags harmoniously on.” 
The fact is th at the relations of mistress 
and servant are rapidly cfianging. 
The 
servants gain in power every day, and they 
seem to also gain in inefficiency. One-half 
the talk of W ashington society, I blush to 
say it, relates to servants, and the ladies 
here are discussing whether it might not be 
possible to bring about a reform in the edu­ 
cation of their servants, and in the rules re­ 
specting them. 
The question of colored servants vs. white 
is an important one where about one-third 
of the copulation is made up of negroes, 
and I find a general desire among the lead­ 
ing ladies of Hie land that .schools for the 
training of servants should be established 
here and throughout tho country. 
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Mr. Complicit.—Mr. Stookehangp. let me present 
you to our cook, M iss W halen. We are Riving a 
theatre party on th e occasion of the com pletion of 
lier third week w ith us—[Puck. 


I have spent this week in interviewing 
some of our most noted women on tile ser­ 
vant girl question. I have taken the ex­ 
perienced housekeepers among our states­ 
men’s wives, and I find that every woman 
has her own ideas on the subject, aud that 
many of them are good ones. 
One of my first visits was to Mrs. Proctor, 
the wife of the secretary of war, who will 
this winter assume her rightful position 
among the ladies of the cabinet as well as 
at the head of her household, which she 
was last season compelled to resign to her 
niece. Mrs. Carey, and her daughter, on ac­ 
count of her devotion to her invalid son. 
Mrs Proctor said: “I have had very little, 
if any,experience in housekeeping in W ash­ 
ington. Mrs. Carey having last winter en­ 
tirely relieved me of all responsibility in 
that respect, as in others, so I am hardly 
q u a lified to give judgment in regard to the 
class of service in the District of Colum­ 
bia. W ith the exception of my cook and 
waiter, both of w hom are colored, I have 
brought with me from New' England most 
of my help. This year I have secured a 
Swiss girl. 
“I find the Swiss to be a most thrifty, 
hard-working class. This girl will perform 
the duties of maid, and I have so far found 
that servants among the Swiss seem to pos­ 
sess an innate adaptability and quickness of 
perception that is largely in their favor 
above others. You would be surprised to 
know how ambitious the lower classes 
among the race are to make for themselves 
a homo and a community in America, 
“Their only drawback to the successful 
accomplishment of the desire is the fact 
that they have as yet few churches estab­ 
lished in our midst. Being a clannish com­ 
munity, they rind it difficult to mingle with 
Strangers at their worship. 
“Judging from the complaints that I hear 
pn all sides of the difficulty of obtaining 
good servants, I am of the opinion that it 
would be as well to organize a society for 
the training of servants w ho might he in­ 
duced (while attending school) to devote an 
hour or so of each day to learning how'to cook, 
make beds, set a table properly, or any of 
the other accomplishments by which they 
expect to earn their living.” 
Mrs. Noble says she has good reason, since 
her arrival in Washington, to pray for a 
reformation among the colored servants of 
tho District. She is unfortunately com­ 
pelled to employ six, and finds the truth of 
Mrs. Stowe’s assertion that “a m ultitude of 
servants is like a roast at every tire; they 
must needs each he attended to,” and one 
invariably gets in the way of another. 
"In fact, she said, with a sigh of resigna­ 
tion, “I find them a great responsibility, but 
a very necessary evil.” 
“Can you not propose some remedy?” I 
asked. 
“The only remedy I can suggest would lie 
the organization of some charitable society 
for the early training of the working class, 
where a complete initiation into the vari­ 
ous avocations by which they hope to gain 
a livelihood will be the end sought after.” 
Mrs. Rusk, wife of the secretary of agri­ 
culture, considers herself very fortunate iii 
having secured the well-trained white ser­ 
vants'brought from Wisconsin by Mrs. Ex- 
PoUmaster-General Vilas, thereby escaping 
the usual discouragements experienced by 
many new’ly arrived Washington house­ 
keepers. In discussing the subject, Mrs. 
Rusk spoke approvingly of the established 
cooking schools in Wisconsin and Illinois, 
“to which many ladies are in the habit of 
sending their servants for regular hours of 
tuition. Tliis branch of education is also 
considered an important adjunct of the in­ 
dustrial schools in which both boys and 
girls are carefully instructed iii the various 
trades, including those of cooks, house­ 
maids and waitresses. 
"Such children, so instructed, yearly find 
ready employment, and seldom fail of giv­ 
ing satisfaction to tho employer. A good 
mistress is more apt to secure good service 
if she has a practical understanding of 
housewifery, and is careful to personally in­ 
struct her help in each particular duty. I 
do not doubt but w hat the organization of 
some such a .school in our midst would 
very soon repay the efforts of those inter­ 
ested and prove an undeniable blessing to 
the community at large.” 
Senator Sherman’s wife thinks the most 
efficient remedy for the present evil of poor 
service and dishonesty among those em- 
ployed would be the organization of a train­ 
ing school iii conjunction with tho colored 
public schools of the District. She tells me 
that for nearly 20 years she has had the 
same cook, a typical old Virginia darkey, 
w hom she secured at the close of the w ar. 
and who, according to the custom of all 
Southern households in ante-bellum days, 
w as instructed almost from infancy in the 
essential rudiments of her art. 
“Unfortunately,” 
continued she, “old 
Fanny has at length grown incapacitated 
for active work, and I ain compelled to em­ 
ploy a younger woman. I have been busy 
all the week initiating the new cook, hut I 
am thankful to have accomplished the 
worst part of the work in the selection from 
among a throng of applicants by whom I 
have been besieged. I begin to appreciate 
the annoyances of those who are less fortu­ 
nate than myself, and who have been com­ 
pelled to change from one month to an­ 
ither. 
“I remember,” she went on, "w hat a try­ 
ing experience of this kind Mrs. Grant had 
luring her early life in Washington, and 
luring the time of the general’s command. 
she was cont' tinnily being annoyed by "first 
► Pue servant and then another refusing to 
perform certain duties, in order to shift 
mein off upon the shoulders of other ser­ 
vants. At length affairs reached such a 
jlimax that it was almost impossible to ob- 
5ain any attention. When the state of af­ 
fairs became apparent to the general, he 
railed the domestics together and with mil 
itary precision apportioned to each his sepa­ 
rate 
duties, demanding 
unquestioning 


obedience in all respects upon pain of in­ 
stant dismissal. After this the work was 
harmoniously accomplished and complaints 
were no longer heart!.” 
Mrs. Sherman added: "I think that an 
overstrained spirit of independence is an 
American 
fault, and quickly influences 
those who dwell for a while among us. As 
an example of this I recall the time of our 
home life at Mansfield, O. 
There w'ere 
many Germans living there, most of whom 
came over to act as servants, and very good 
ones they made, but the second generation 
invariably reaped the benefit of their par­ 
ents’ thrift, and. marrying well-to-do trades­ 
men, would enjoy homes of their own. I 
remember one family of Germans, nine in 
number, each of whom, upon coming to the 
country, obtained employment in resident 
families, and, by careful management, laid 
by sufficient to purchase a large brick 
house, after which they lived together in 
domestic comfort.and nothing would induce 
one of their children to accept a servant’s 
position. Unless some effort is made before 
long to destroy this false idea of indepen­ 
dence, every mistress will have to lie lier 
own maid and every householder his own 
servant.” 
Mrs. Cullom, wife of the Illinois senator, I 
found at her handsome Massachusetts av. 
home, having but recently returned from 
the West. A soft-voiced, neat-looking white 
maid opened tim door and ushered me up 
into the large, square parlor on tho second 
door. Mrs. Cullom replied to my question 
concerning her experience with servants, 
that she had brought her cook and house­ 
maid with her from Illinois, as she was sur­ 
prised to find that of those who hired out as 
professional waitresses, very few knew even 
how to set a table properly. 
“W ith the exception of my coachman, a 
colored man,” she said, "I prefer Irish do­ 
mestics, or rather those of Irish descent. 
Though I have had little or no experience 
with. colored servants in the house, as a 
general thing I understand that the men of 
the colored race make much more reliable 
servants than the women. One of the most 
original arrangements within my experi­ 
ence was the case of Mrs. Hayes. It was 
during a visit paid us some years since by 
the ex-president and his wife th at I learned 
to my surprise that Mr. Hayes’ valet also 
performed the duties of maid to his wife; 
that is, ho personally superintended their 
sleeping rooms, and with his own hands 
cadi morning laid out his mistress’ clean 
linen and arranged the adornments of her 
toilet. I never could understand this fancy 
on Mrs. Hayes’ part; still, with her, it 
seemed the most natural thing in the world, 
and certainly the valet was most conscien­ 
tious and efficient in tho performance of his 
rather unusual role.” 
I asked Mrs. Cullom what she thought 
would be the most effectual means of bring 
lug about a reform in the education of our 
servants, and she said: “By all means let us 
organize a training school in every city and 
train the poor children in all the domestic 
duties 
of every-day life, laying a firm 
foundation of practical knowledge in all 
those important branches w hich will enable 
them to gain an honest livelihood.” 
Mrs. Senator Vance ot North Carolina has 
had many years’ experience of housekeeping 
in our midst, and by her education in a lux­ 
urious Southern home is capable of a just 
estimation of the servant question. 
"W hat has been your experience with ser­ 
vants since you came to Washington,” I 
asked. 
"To tell the truth,” she answered, “I have 
been exceptionally fortunate in having 
brought my cook with me from tho South 
many years ago, and. with lier husband as 
waiter, I have never enjoyed greater com­ 
fort in housekeeping, notwithstanding tho 
fact that the man was a divinity student 
and spent most of the morning at college. 
He conscientiously performed every duty 
before leaving each day', and proved an ac­ 
complished waiter, 
aly greatest trouble 
has always been with my coachman. 
"Something ought certainly to be done to 
reform their luibits. hut the question is, 
‘W hat?’ There is a fine field for missionary 
work in this respect, could an interest bo 
aroused among charitable people in our 
midst. 
Another .secret of securing good 
service is to be strict in our management, 
and never to perform a duty that has been 
wilfully neglected by a domestic, One of 
the very best housekeepers as w'ell as the 
most respected mistress I ever knew was a 
Kentucky woman, who told me that the 
true secret of her success with good servants 
w its that she never overlooked the smallest 
neglect of duty, but never forgot that they 
were human beings, and required little in­ 
dulgences and some time for leisure after 
the regular work of the day wras performed. 
"In this way site retained their affection 
as well as their respect, and the machinery 
of the household moved on oiled wheels. I 
most sincerely indorse the proposal for the 
organization of a training school for young 
colored girls iii the district” 
One of the most practical managers iii our 
midst is Mrs. Morton, wife of the vice­ 
president. I am told that she employs some 
18 or 20 servants, including housemaid. 
ladies’ maid, cooks, laundressesAub-laun- 
dresses, coachman, footman 
and house­ 
keeper. Seventeen of those, all white, were 
brought on with them from tho North last 
w inter, and so systematic is the household 
th at there is never any clashing of duties 
or complaint of each other. 
Mrs. 
Morton, notwithstanding all her 
social obligations, regularly oversees the 
arrangement for eacli day, and holds a 
morning interview, first with the cook, and 
afterwards each employe in turn. In this 
way there is no hitch, and the usual conflict­ 
ing worries of housekeeoing are avoided. 
Mrs. Stew'art, the wife of the Nevada 
statesman, who has but recently returned 
from Nevada and leased a furnished house 
on G st. in the old West End, tells me that 
lier patience has been exhausted with the 
continuous discord among her maid-ser- 
vants. until at length she has been compelled 
to call a meeting and settle all differences 
over work by a regular war talk and by lay­ 
ing down a distinct law for each. So shift­ 
less was tho service that each endeavored to 
throw all the work on the others. In this 
way nothing was accomplished and the 
highest wages were demanded. 
Mule. Romero employs mixed help, and 
finds that as a general rule the apparently 
conflicting nationalities agree remarkably 
w'ell. She has a French cook, an Irish maid 
and a colored butler and footman. Her 
greatest trouble has always been with the 
scullion, w ho is seldom retained for any 
length of time. A Philadelphian by birth, 
the wife of the Mexican minster is an ex­ 
cellent manager, and the extended hospi­ 
talities of the legation are ranked among 
the most elegant entertainments of the sea­ 
son. 
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W ho is this individual, covered with Rlory, honor 
and fie 11 es? Header. It is a prophetic picture of 
Hie man who shall discover a solution of the servant 
girl problem .—[Puck. 


Senator Stanford has a Chinese cook, and 
these Chinese make 
a s good 
cooks as 
you w ill find in the world. Tile Chinaman 
can learn anything, and after a few lessons 
he will heat the Frenchman himself at 
getting up a good dinner. I hear stories 
every day of tile wonderful efficiency of 
tho Chinese cooks connected with our 
legation in the far East, and an ex-minister 
to China lately told me his experiences. 
Said he: “I arrived iii the country know­ 
ing nothing about the habits of the people or 
the language. I w as worried as to how' I w as 
going to be able to get u p my state dinners. 
and I lay awake several nights thinking 
about, it. When I arrived at my pod, how­ 
ever, I found that the cook whom my secre­ 
tary of legation had engaged for me was a 
full-blooded Chinaman. I expected a diet 
of rice and rats, and was surprised to find 
my first meal the hest I had ever sat down 
to. I have never seen a cook who could 
beat this Chinaman. Ho would get up a 
big dinner a la table d’hote w itll no more 
fuss than a meal for two, and he would 
have the w ine, the courses and everything 
in as nice order as you could get it at Del- 
mouico’s or the Grand Hotel de Paris.” 
The Japanese servants are not so good. 
They need watching. I heard yesterday of 
some queer antics performed by a newly 
imported Japanese nurse in the employ of 
Mr. Austin Herr. Mr. Herr is a milfion- 
naire. He went to Julian a year ago, and 
was so delighted w ith the people that when 
he came back he could do nothing until lie 
had sent for this nurse. Tho family were 
pleased with lier when she came, but it was 
noticed at once that she possessed queer 
ideas of baby farming. 
She had a strange fascination for carrying 
the baby head downward, with apparent 
unconsciousness of tile danger to the child. 
After serious admonitions, however, she 
was finally induced to correct the habit, and 
taught to push the infant out tucked snugly 
up iii its pretty, pink-lined carriage. All 
went well until one day the neighbors no­ 
ticed a curious performance th at they were 
not long in communicating to the parents. 
It seems that no sooner had the nurse and 


child disappeared around the corner of the 
street, out of sight of the dwelling, than the 
nurse would carefully gather the garments 
about the feet of the baby, and quickly 
dragging it forth would treat it to a suc­ 
cession of rapid whirls, and then, seeming 
well pleased with the exercise, carefully re­ 
store the child to its carriage, and with ap­ 
parent unconcern quietly continue her 
walk.

By doing this they will not 
ouly secure a healthier but also a more en­ 
joyable smoke.

The ready-made cigarette Is in more ways 
than one u delusion. 
In the first place, to give it shape and per­ 
manency. the tobacco has to be tightly 
packed, whereas it should he so lightly 
rolled that the slightest effort will draw a 
sufficient current of air through it to main­ 
tain the combustion. Again, in the bought 
cigarette the tobacco has almost invariably 
become hard and dry before it is smoked. 
Tho result of this is that it burns too rap- 
idly, giving out a hot, unpleasant smoke,

w'hich, if the smoking is continued for any 
length of time, will inevitably produce tim 
burning of the lips and throat that novices 
so frequently complain of.

Tho illustrations given show' tile process 
so clearly that it is only necessary to say that 
the fresher the tobacco and the more lightly 
and evenly it is rolled tile more enjoyable 
and healthy will the smoker find his cig­ 
arette.

Toward the close of the contest (on the 
first day’s battle at Gettysburg) Hancock 
rode up and told me that lie had been sent 
to assume command of the field. He was 
our good genius, for he at once brought 
order out of confusion and made such ad­ 
mirable dispositions that lie secured the 
ridge and held it 
As he was junior in rank 
to Gen. Howard, he had no right, tech­ 
nically speaking, to supersede the latter. 
Meade had assigned nim to that duty, it is 
true, but. under the law, only tho President 
himself could place a junior general over a 
senior. Howard did not recognize him as 
his superior, and I think Hancock, as he 
rode over to me, was in some doubt as to 
whether I, as commander of the 1st Corps, 
would acknowledge him 
as Howard’s 
superior. 
Had I refused to do so the battle of Gettys­ 
burg, in all probability, would have had a 
different termination. As Hancock ranked 
me, however, tho question did not concern 
me personally, and I saw plainly enough 
that, if I refused to acknowledge his dele­ 
gated authority, both the 1st and 11 th Corps 
would be surrounded and captured. Iliad 
no desire to see the men of my command 
sent to adorn the prisons of the Confederacy, 
and I therefore did not insist on any techni­ 
cality which would be certain to produce 
that result.

SLEPT WITH A PANTHER. 


Thrilling Experience of an 
Ohio Boy. 


An Incident of Frontier Life Almost 


W ithout Parallel. 


The Little Fellow Awoke and Found 


the Beast Beside Him. 


Tim story of tho settlement of Ohio is 
replete with strange mid thrilling adven­ 
tures. 
From the time of the arrival of 
Rufus Putuam ’s Intrepid little colony to the 
blase of the second war with Great Britain, 
the “Buckeye Btuta” was tho locale of start­ 
ling events, some of which, if not properly 
authenticated, would read like the wildest 
chapters of fiction. 
Homo of the earliest settlors found their 
way through the unbroken forests to the 
hanks of tim Muskingum, and there roared 
their cabins. Those mon were, for the most 
part, tho heads of increasing families, some 
of the members of which were mere chil­ 
dren, but these were as courageous In their 
way as their parents. Tho boys learned to 
handle the rlflo as soon os they were large 
enough to oarry it, and from that hour were 
looked upon to furnish the larder with 
daily supplies of game, which was not u 
very difficult task, for the forests were liter­ 
ally alive with deer, turkeys, pheasants and 
tho like. 
In addition to such game there were 
boars and panthers, and some of tho most 
sanguinary encounters recorded in the 
settlement of the West occurred between 
tho settlers of the Muskingum country and 
these animals. 
Among the people who came into the 
region I have mentioned 
was 
Andrew 
Blossom, a hardy pioneer in the prime of 
life, He built his cabin with the aid of Ids 
wife and son, the latter a robust youth of 
14, very fond of roving in the woods with a 
rifle, and a good shot. 


T o m I l l o s s o m W a s 
n o ti- N a l u r e d , 
nearly ulwavs whistling, 
except when 
creeping after some wary game like a 
flock of turkeys, and it was not often that 
lie came home with nothing in his game- 
bag. He soon came to know the Muskin­ 
gum forest like a book well read. Its trails 
were like turnpikes to him, and all knew 
that he stood in no danger of losing his 
way. 
In building the cabin, Tom bad stipu­ 
lated that he should have the "loft” to him­ 
self. aud was permitted to fit It up as he saw 
fit. It was not long before lie had adorned 
it with trophies of tho hunt, such as ant­ 
lers, coon skins, turkey feathers and the 
like. The ouly window in the attic looked 
toward the west and 
across one end

ERRORS IN ENGLISH. 


Phrases W hich Have No Grammatical 
Standing. 
“W hether or no,” in such phrases as "the 
right honorable gentleman, should tell us 
whether or no lie abides by his declara­ 
tions.” "No” should, of course,he “not;” "or 
not,” however, is redundant. 
“I should have liked to have,” in phrases 
such as "I should have liked to have wit­ 
nessed the effect upon the gentleman’s au­ 
ditors when,” etc. 
This ought to be, "I 
should like to have witnessed.” The speak­ 
er's liking is present; it is the witnessing 
that is past. 
"I almost think.” Surely this is nonsense, 
for if a man does not think athing he knows 
nothing about it. 
"Three alternatives.” Should not this be 
“a course and two alternatives?" 
“Qualify” used instead of describe. A 
common newspaper error aud a literal trans­ 
lation from the French. 
“I don’t think,” in phrases such as "I shall 
not goto London this season, I don’t think.” 
Ladies arc very fond of this construction, 
and are seldom pleased to be told that they 
say the opposite to what they mean, the 
second negative destroying the first. 
"That statement is the most unsatisfactory 
of any I ever heard from that belion,” a 
favorite House cl ('ominous phrase: and the 
Daily New'S’ advertisement that it has "the 
largest circulation of any paper rn the 
world,” err in the use of the word “any,” 
which is properly used of one tiling only. 
The Daily News might have the largest cir­ 
culation of the newspapers, but could not 
have it of one only. 
“Those sort of tilings.’’Instead of that sort. 
“Either side,” in phrases such as "On 
either side of the road were tall trees,” 
should be "both sides,” 
"Quite impossible." The quite is used for 
emphasis, but it is a false use, There can­ 
not he degrees of impossibility. It is sur­ 
prising to find this phrase iii the w’orks of 
tile lute Mark Pattison. 
“I never remember.” A favorite with 
statesmen, who are fond of declaring, "I 
never remember a session of Parliament 
which 
began 
so 
auspiciously.’'* 
The 
“never” is used to qualify the orator s re­ 
membrance, which is not his meaning. 
Let tho equivalent of “I never remember,” 
viz., "I always forget,” be substituted, and 
then note w hat the orator says. 
“There is no doubt hut that,” etc. “But 
is not w anted, though generally used. 
“Laborious” for industrious, and “ th a t 
goes without saying," are very vile transla­ 
tions from the French, and much liked by 
newspaper writers. 
“From whence.” where "w lienee ’ alone 
is required. 
"No single operation bud failed to, etc. 
“Single” in such phrases is no more to the 
purpose than "double.'' 


W as This Treason? 
The report of the Hartford convention 
was issued on Jan. 5, IHI5* and met with 
the approval of the whole Federalist party, 
though such men as Lowell. Pickering and 
Gouverneur Morris only gave in their ad­ 
hesions for the sake of unanimity. On Jan. 
24, the Massachusetts Legislature, by a 
majority of three to one. made the resolu­ 
tions of the Hartford convention their own, 
and forthwith despatched commissioners to 
Washington to demand compliance with 
an arrangement w hich would have practi­ 
cally converted New England into a distinct 
confederacy. Precisely the same course was 
taken by the Connecticut Legislature. Mr. 
Adams, in his recent volume, shows that 
the effect of this proceeding was perfectly 
understood 
by Republicans as wadi as 
Federalists throughout the country. • 


A Mammoth W heel. 
(Rehoboth Sunday Herald.] 
W hat is believed to be the largest wheel 
in tile world was recently made at the 
Scranton, Penn., works of tho Dickson 
Manufacturing Company for Hie Calumet 
& Hecla Mining Company of Michigan. It 
is a cog wheel, 54 feet in diameter, with an 
18-inch face, and is built in the exact form 
of a bicycle, with its extensions and spokes. 
Tho capacity of the wheel, at a velocity of 
IO feet a second at the inner edge of the 
buckets, is 30,000.000 gallons of water and 
2000 tons of sand iii 24 hours. Its weight 
is 400,000 pounds. The journals are 23 
inches in diameter and 3 feet 4 inches long. 
The total length of the shaft is 23 feet 0 
inches.

Just How Senate Seats Are 
Bought. 


Which Increase Corruption, 0«od Times 


or Hail Times? 


Short Terms that Are Worth $5000 


and Long Terms Worth $100,000. 


W ashington, Jan. 31.—Who are the cor­ 
ruptionists? 
They are not only the lobbyists and a part 
of the politicians, hut, a good big proportion 
of persons in trade. There is not a depart­ 
ment or bureau in the government which 
would not make you stop and hesitate be­ 
fore you alleged that it was perfectly clear 
and pure. Can yon say that of lands, Iud 
inns, river and barlow improvements, pub­ 
lic buildings? But as long as we are well 
fermented by trade this corruption is no 
more than so much foul silt in the sea, 
where, it is said, that a certain proportion of 
organic m atter, even though corrupt, helps 
to purify the general body. 
Might it not, then, he necessary for a little 
corruption in a highly effervescing nation 
as big as an ocean? 
The magnitude of our governmental oper­ 
ations allows of a little corruption, just as it 
does of a good deal of loss and negligence 
by accident. Take tho internal revenue 
system, w hich costs lint 84,000,000 to get it 
all, and the amount was 8142,500,000 the 
last year, enough to pay off the remainder of 
our national debt in five or six yeajs. The 
percentage of collection was less than 3 per 
cent., or less than any real estate operator 
or lawyer w ill charge. 
There are particular districts, such as the 
fifth Illinois, which pay in 
823,000,000 
every year. If that district is about the city 
of Chicago, it is probably more than tim 
w hole cost of the city government, though 
collected only on whiskey and tobacco; if it 
is tho Peoria district, the whiskey tax paid 
there is 8500 for every soul in the place, 
though it has 50,000 inhabitants. 
In tho first Ohio district, which may be 
Cincinnati 
F o r A II I K n o w , 
Eleven million dollars w i re collected last 
year upon w hiskey, ale and tobacco, yet in 
that city the people burned down their 
court house only a few years ago, either 
from hostility to the laws or hoodlutnism. 
I was talking to a general observer, as we 
took our breakfast together, who had been 
himself in the government in various rela­ 
tions and also in the government of one or 
more States. Said lie. at last : 
“I only say that it is necessary to keep 
business alive lest corruption Im more ap­ 
parent. You take,” said lie, “anyone of these 
poor wretches whom you see going about 
the streets, dissipated and lost for having 
once held office, and give him employment, 
and the probabilities are that he would cor­ 
rect his habits and stick to his job. But, 
being unemployed—look at that man who 
is now passing us. I Ie w as once a great cus­ 
toms officer at an important city. He was 
handsome, 
sensitive, 
gentlemanly. 
His 
regime fell and ho dropped from point to 
point till now he probably sleeps in another 
man’s bed and awaits an invitation to drink 
from a good-natured contractor or spoilsman 
around the government in order that he 
may avail himself of the drink and get a 
bit of free lunch, like a fried oyster, for his 
subsistence. 
"His clothes are going down. He wears 
odd boots. Once there passed through his 
hands some millions of dollars a year and 
his own salary w as perhaps 85000 or more 
per year. He has been living in this way 
long and long, and you can see by his eye 
that he is desperate about the future. Borne 
day there will lie a funeral, perhaps, and a 
few' of his fellow'-bums will take him out to 
the cheapest graveyard, unless the doctors 
got hold of him. 
“Isay that, that man if he were given a 
commission might become a resuscitated 
person and take care of himself and of what 
was committed to him, whilst now he is 
I t I p c f o r T r e a s o n s , 
stratagems and spoils. Upon a vast scale in 
this country what would be the condition 
of a million families or more if we came to 
real hard times?” 
I reflected a moment and said that I 
thought that real hard tunes would not in­ 
crease corruption, hut promote industry, 
aud that there was nothing as melancholy 
in the fall of families as one could observe 
with philosophical eyes in the rise of fami­ 
lies. 
When a family falls the daughter may 
suffer from excessive confidence, but then 
all her family will assemble around lier 
aud she will become the m artyr of the 
house, and instead of vice being promoted, 
grief, sympathy and com vc will begin. 
But if that daughter stumbles as the fam­ 
ily rises, cheats her parents, is ungrateful 
to the authors of her being, becomes a false 
wife, sets a vicious example and begets 
children whom she does not discipline, how 
mournful is her rise, how' happy would he 
her fall! The pathos of this world comes 
w holly out of downfalls. Corruption w ins 
not more than honesty. 
Yet, as I reflected I thought of some little 
thing suggestive of the temptation which 
is planted in our system, as it was iii the 
garden of Eden, according to the Jew. 
Here is a State coming into tho Union, hav­ 
ing attained a certain population, so that to 
keep it out House and Senate had com­ 
menced to look like denying representation. 
An act is passed to bring it into the Union. 
Immediately the principal political boss, 
the principal editor arid some speculator in 
honors and offices from a distance start out 
to soil the senatorships of that State to the 
highest 
bidder. 
They are discreet, of 
course. They go to a great city at a long 
distance and find a man who has lent some 
money in their new .State upon mortgage. 
They say to him : 
"We can make you senator. How much 
are von worth?” 
“How can you make me senator?” says 
this man who lias beele*ail his life in­ 
dustrious and is 
I n u K lia lly M iry h in t K l a s h i n g 
for a moneyed man. 
"Well, you are worth something; how' 
much are you worth?” 
"I suppose I have 
got 
8300,000 
or 
8400.000.” 
"Well, we can make you senator for 
850.000. lf you draw the six-year term 
you will get 830,000 back, and that at com­ 
pound interest almost amounts to your 
investment. Moantime you will he a sen­ 
ator. and th at means everything for your 
family. You ought to be a senator any­ 
how ; you will be a conspicuous senator.” 
That night the man at a distance does not 
sleep. The next morning he goos and 
wakes up his best friend, and in order to 
make a story w hich shall, he plausible he 
says that he has just refused the smut ur­ 
sine of one of the new States. He says he 
could have had it very easily, hut he 
thought, on the whole, he had better not try. 
His friend grunts, not having considered 
bifold chum in the light of a senator, and 
being rather disgusted w ith the outlook, 
possibly from jealousy. At least the other 
man thinks it is jealousy, and so he lets out 
a little more of the story. 
"Damned fool says his friend, trying to 
get the last half-hour of rest in the morn­ 
ing; a parcel of scamps, I suppose, want to 
get your money. They stand up a stool 
pigeon like you at least once a* year some­ 
where.” 
Between these 
friends close relations 
cease for about six months. At the end of 
that time hack from the distant territory 
comes our business man. glad to get home 
with his clothes. Ho had gone out there 
merely to taste the possibilities of a senator­ 
ship by setting up a little wine, wearing his 
best clothes and exploiting his capital as he 
represents it to be. They borrow a fiver 
and a tenet' and a fifty. They charge him 
their hills at the hotel. 
They order up 
liquor on his account. At last they work 
him for his note. 
H U S t o m a c h d i v e s O u t 
when he has lost some 810,000, which is all 
he could have afforded in any event for the 
senatorship, and then he comes back to his 
friend w ith a doleful tale of American cor­ 
ruption. 
"My God,” he exclaims, “what is to be­ 
come of this system of government when 
those young States are disposing of their 
senatorships: when the governor of tho I er- 
ntory, who was one of the candidates, paul 
$0000, they say, to a lobbyist and chum of 
a president to lie appointed, and when the 
rich man in. the T erritory deliberately con­ 
structs one of the senatorships into an asset 
aud comes to peddle it to me, pioneered 
thereto by a former statesman of the coun­ 
try who had sacked one or more States?' 
‘•Rich M exico lie hail passed thro mill, 
A nd sacked the splendors of Peru. 
The two old friends now resume close re* 


I at! ons and gad about with each other for a 
week as happy as two boys, this tieing the 
end of a senatorial lark. Now this is nearly 
a literal picture of what lias lieen taking 
place in some quarters ever since the new 
States entered into the Union. The status 
of one of those Territories is fugitive and 
barely social. 
The area is so large and the towns so small 
and fow that only at the Territorial Legisla­ 
ture do Hie people find each other out, and 
their greediness is the universal law. 
Where there are three tow ns of nearly the 
same size, and each expectant to be tho 
State capital, combinations will be marie be­ 
tween two of those tow us to murder the 
other one, as criminal in their motive as if 
two men had resolved to waylay the third, 
their friend, and take his money. 
No point is omitted to break down this 
third town; its site is said to he full of 
typhoid fever; its principal merchant is 


M ulti t o H a v e K e e n a R e f u g e e . 
It is predicted that the railroad track 
alongside of it w ill be taken up within three 
years, and a bet made to that effect, and 
that it will he inland 70 miles. 
These are the pleasant liegilinings of com­ 
monwealth life iii our country under our 
perfect system. 
When the twotowns have 
murdered the third, the next process is to 
murder each other. 
At last the territorial capital Is settled, 
and it feebly creeps along toward that tragi­ 
cal time w hen the State is to make a capital. 
In such a state of society, while there may 
lie plenty of talent, it is fresh and suspected. 
The only talent of much consequence iii a 
new territory is money. Hence in scriptural 
davs perhaps they called money a talent, 
and the fellow who hid his talent in a 
napkin, possibly a big eater, was called an 
unprofitable servant and cast Into outer 
darkness, otherwise putout of the barroom. 
"W hat host thou done with thy talent? ’ 
says tho parable. 
“Thou gayest me two talents,” says tho 
man, “aim behold here are seven.” 
"Well done, good and faithful servant.” 
This is the story of the man with talents 
in a territory. Desperate want of money in 
these new societies is one of the causes of 
tlieir present heterodoxy on the whole 
money subject. 
Iii every such territory 
there will be one m anor more to acquire 
tim most property: he will have the best 
sheep range, tho must sheep, the host dog to 
watch the sheep, the hest understanding 
with the Indians not to molest his sheep, an 
interest in the mail contracts and mail 
stages, a knowledge therefore of who comes 
into the Territory, and who receives letters, 
and of whomsoever assistance is sent to, 
A little depository to keep money will be- 
rome tho property of this man. If new 
mines are discovered hi* will get a hand in 
them, and he indeed besought to take that 
hand. Blowfly lie will 
K x t e n i l I l l s O p e r a t i o n s 
to the next city of magnitude which had 
hankers and wealth ; from that to the city 
beyond it, and finally on to the far East. 
When the State is admitted to tile Union 
he will look over it and ask, "W hat are our 
assets?” 
Tile answer will quickly come, "Our hest 
assets are the two senatorships.” Two duf­ 
fers will be set u p for the senate, and one 
M ill draw the short term and the other the 
long term. 
The short term ought to be worth $5000, 
or the amount of tho salary for a year 
The 
longterm ought to he worth $50,000, and 
we may strike a fellow East who will pay 
$100,000 for it. It is $50,000 in monoy, any­ 
how', and a smart fellow ought to make 
$50,000 morn out of it in a couple of years, 
This is the w ay the great rich men of the 
Territoty looks at the situation. I do not 
say that in every Territory is such a person, 
but in some territories he will he recog­ 
nized at once even by the editor, who will 
proceed to describe me us the unreliable 
professor of syntax who has been bought 
with British gold.

The claim of Davenport to tim invention of 
tim electric telegraph, telephone and the

T h e C l a i m , I ii B r o a d T e r m s , 
is that the first telegraph lino iii the world 
for transmitting signals by electricity was 
erected in Brandon, Vt., by Thomas D avea 
port. 
Thomas Davenport was born In 
Brandon 
and 
was 
a 
brother 
of the 
late Hon. Barzilla Davenport, who assisted 
iris brother with money in making some of 
his inventions, while living in Brandon, 
in connection with Mr. Hmalley, who is still 
living, ho experimented considerably writh 
electric appliances, and Mr. Hmalley’s narra­ 
tive iii relation to these experiments isgiven 
with great intelligence and detail. 
Long before Pro#. Morse had p ro jected 
anything of this nature, Davenport and 
Smalley had a wire erected that connected 
their two residences, on which were trans­ 
mitted despatches by means of electricity, 
using a battery, and w hich gave by m achin­ 
ery the sound now heard from machines in 
ordinary use in telegraph offices. 
After this wire had been in operation 
some time Mr. Davenport moved to New 
York and began the publication of The 
Electro-Magnet, which was printed by a 
machine 
propelled 
by electro-magnetic 
iorce. as a paper extant declares upon its 
title page. It was a small four-page sheet 
with tins title: 
THE ELECTRO-M AGNET. 
rcBLisiiKo Br thomas davkkfobt, 
N ew York. 1S40. 
Ttiis imper is printed oil a m achine run by m ean* 
of electro-m agnet ism as tho m otive pow er. 
While in New York, Prof. Morse called 
upon Mr. Davenport and was struck with 
his discovery, and then began to make im­ 
provements thereon, inventing the Morse 
alphabet. He then applied it to Mr. Daven­ 
port's discovery, which has groved such a 
success. Recent

indicate that it tile truth of history could 
lie revealed it would show that Prof. Morse 
absorbed (lie principle and theory of Mr. 
Davenport’s invention, aud that 
M orse ta O n l y t in - H e a l I n v e n t o r 
of the alphabet, which ho applied. It also 
has been proven th at Prof. Morse was not 
an inventor. He never invented anything 
that can lie shown, either before or after 
tile application of tin* alphabet to the mag­ 
netic telegraph. Ho.if thistle true, while honor 
belongs to Prof. Morse for bringing before 
tho public the wonderful capabilities of 
telegraphy, tho discovery and

Thomas Davenport. 
Mr. Davenport was also one of the very 
first men in the world to apply the dynamic 
force of electricity to mechanical use. In 
the recent researches has been found the 
model of a car. propelled on rails by electric 
motors, just as electric cars ara propelled iii 
tile streets of our cities today. This model 
is known to have been made by Mr. Daven­ 
port, and when found was as bright aud 
perfect as the day he left it. 
This was found in the possession of tile 
family of a mechanic who worked with 
him.

An Invisible Enem y Brings T heir Buz­ 
zing Career to a Close. 
[New York Ledger.] 
Elko many other insects, house-flies are 
subject to the attacks of a parasitic fungus 
which destroys great numbers of them, 
especially towards the end of autum n. We 
sometimes see the corpses of such as have 
met this fate glued to tim window-panes in 
tile attitude of life, with legs widely spread 
and wings raised as if in preparation for 
flight, but with a white halo on theglass all 
around them, and with bodies pale, un* 
healthy-looking and distended. 
The snores of tim fungus, which are ex­ 
cessively m inute and are present in the air, 
are earned against the fly’s body, and such 
as strike its under surface may become ad­ 
herent, when each spore sends out a long 
tubular projection, which penetrates tile 
skin and enter tile laxly. Once here its 
host’s doom is certain, for it meets w ith 
suitable nourishment in the shape of the 
fluids of the fly’s bodv, by aid of which st 
will speedily propogate itself until its vic­ 
tim, drained of its life support, finally suc­ 
cumbs 
Tim threadliko tube first produces a series 
of detached, rounded bodies, something like 
the cells of tim yeast plant. These ceils, 
which have an indefinite power of self- 
niimplication, are carried by the blood to 
all parts of the body, and thus the disease 
spreads. They, in their turn, give rise to a 
number of branching tubular threads, simi­ 
lar to those of the earlier stage, which in 
process of time penetrate the skin. 
Each thread which thus makes its ap­ 
pearance outside gives rise to a sort ot head, 
which contains spores like those with wtyjeh 
the series started. Tiie.se are cast off with 
considerable force, and multitudes of them 
no doubt perish, w hileothers are ultim ately 
wafted against the bodies of other flies, to 
deal destruction among them as among 
their predecessors. 
The particular species of fungus which 
makes havoc with the house flies is called 
Eiupnsa muscle, and is one of a group 
which are distinguished by their habit of 
subsisting upon living insects. Thelnatura- 
tion of the fungus involves the death of tho 
fly, the fluids of whose body serve as food 
for the parasite. 
Under its attack the fly becomes grad­ 
ually feebler, and finally quite unable to 
move, and then the viscid secretion from 
the pads on the feet hardens and glues the 
insect to the surface to which it is clinging, 
while the fungus sureads round it and 
leaves some of its spores adhering to form 
the halo above described.

than the leaves of golden plunder that tile 
old V ikings piled upon the prow of their 
vessels w hen, on returning from their long 
voyages, they first caught sight of th e coasts 
of Sw eden. 
T his boy was John Ericsson, born of a race 
of m iners aud heir to that honest bravery 


wore practised by the officers in garrison, 
awd been mo renowned for his feat of liltin g 
a cannon w eighing (‘.OD pounds when ho 
w as lint i s years bf age. H e was also a nile 
m arksm an, and led the way iii all m atters 
of m ilitary training.«

O iaf Ericsson, 
the father, w as superin­ 
tendent and part ow ner of sffhre m ines, and 
Joh n ’s first recollections w ere connected 
w ith His visits to the m ines. H ere lie found 
wonders as great as those ever related of 
fairy land; for here lie saw m en gather 
riches from those dark treasure cham bers 
th at had once been the hom e of tile gnom e 
and fairy and inaccessible to th e hum an 
race. B ut w hen m ankind wrested their se­ 
crets from them gnom e and e lf fled away, 
and it was these stolen secrets th at in ter­ 
ested yoftug Ericsson. Tho m achinery of 
th e m ines, how th ey w ere worked and w hat 
principles were in volved were questions 
th at th e boy w as contin ually ask in g aud 
w ondering about. 
T hen from w onder he began to im itate. 
At ft years of age he dug a little m ine 12 
inches deep, and a little ladder aud w ind­ 
lass for it: he m ade toy copies of tho m a­ 
chines, and every hit of paper he could And 
was covered w ith draw ings of designs and 
m odels, and these childish attem pts were 
really th e beginning of E ricsson’s career as 
un inventor, for he was even then not satis­ 
fied w ith m ere im itation. 
H e never copied a draw ing or m achin e for 
tire m ere purpose of seein g ii he could repro­ 
duce it, but from tile very first his study 
w as to find out the principles used in tire 
m aking. 
W hat law of m otion w as applied 
here, w hat principle of m echanics cam e in 
use there; w hy tire m achinery w as con­ 
structed in th is w ay and not in another, was 
the great th ing th at interested him , anil 
th is is th e true spirit of scientific inquiry 
and alone leads to original invention. 
T he inventor js sim ply one who ventures 
into the realm bf tho unknow n, studies th e 
law s of n ature,finds out her secrets of doing 
tilings and applies this kn ow led ge to som e 
u sefu l purpose, and som e of th ese secrets 
young Ericsson m astered in th e m ines of 
Langsbanshyttan 
B ut w h ile he w as yet a 
boy,m isfortune cam e to the Ericsson fam ily: 
th e father lost his m oney aud position, ana 
w as obliged to m ove ins fam ily from their 
pleasant hom o to one m uch less com fortable, 
IOO m iles aw ay, w here there w as a great 
canal building, and where he w as given 
charge of a gang of m en engaged in blast­ 
ing rock 
T ile G ota canal, upon w hich Ericsson s 
father w as engaged, w as m eant to giv e a 
w ater-w ay across tile Scandinavian p en in ­ 
sula from the B altic to the N orth sea: and 
now th at it is flnishod.it is considered one of 
th e greatest feats of engineering of the age. 
Lakes and rivers were to be connected, hills 
alia van e VS brought into use. and from tire 
un even nature of th e country tho project 
Was fu ll of difficulties. 
Tho th ought of th is canal had been in tho 
m inds of Sw edish engineers for over tw o 
centuries, and once or tw ice th ere had been 
an attem pt to curry it out. but nothing cam e 


to his n ex t

to survey the district in w hich lie w asstu 
tinned, and of w hich h e m ade maps that 
are still preserved 
in 
Sw eden, aud for 
w hich he received th e regular pay of a sur­ 
veyor besides Ids own pay as an officer. 
And it was w hile lie was engaged in this 
work th at his old passion for m echanics 
seized upon him , and th ou gh ts of new in ­ 
ventions and discoveries b egin again to fill 
his m ind. 
Chief am ong those was the 
thought of a flam e engine, iii w h'ch flam e 
ni'ght be used instead of steam , thus saving 
tim e and fuel, ami full of this idea Ericsson 
set to work to construct a m odel which he 
founfl worked perfectly, and with this dis­ 
covery all thoughts of m ilitary distinction 
faded from John E ricsson’s m ind, and he 
becam e th e dream er of dream s w hich w ere 
m eant to find grand fulfilm ent. 
Sw eden would have been glad to further 
Ericsson’s plans by m oney and influence, 
but w hen Ills plan-; were show n to the king 
he at once advised th e youn g inventor to g o 
to London, os his own country could not lie 
as m uch for him as he deserved. 
So. w ith borrowed m oney in his pock et to 
pay his expenses, and a leave o f absence 
from tho arm y, young E ricsson left his na 
rive land, as it proved, forever, tak in g w ith 
him his modo! of tho flam e engine. 
Ericsson w as now 23 years old. and from 
this tim e on his m ind w as set steadily 
toward m ed ia m eal invention. 
His flaino 
engine, for w h ich he hoped so m uch, did 
not prove a success, for w hen coal was used 
instead of wood the in ten se heat destroyed 
tho w orking parts and m ade th em unfit for 
use. 
And outside of hts ow n country, w here 
>voo<I was so abundant, coal w ould have to 
be used, and so th e first hope of Ericsson in 
E ngland cam e to an end. 
But from tiffs tim e on for 13 years Erics­ 
son’s inven tion s filled th e E nglish m ind 
with over-increasing wonder, and although 
tire flam e engine was not a success it con­ 
tained th e germ of a great idea w hich m ay 
som e day rev olutionize m echanics in the 
substitution of heat for steam as a motor. 
During his life in London Ericsson was a 
partner in A m achin e m anufacturing firm, 
and th is fortunate circum stance enabled 
him to carry out m any designs w hich m ust 
otherw ise have 
fallen through for lack 
of 
m eans. 
At 
th is 
period 
we 
find 
bim busy about constructing an engine 
w hich should 
com bine steam w ith the 
gases arising from tire burning coal, and a 
pum ping engine, w h ich consisted of a series 
of cisterns through w hich w ater was drawn 
by exhaustin g tire air in them , and an air 
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compressor for transm itting power, and a 
surface condenser arui a steam tiro engine, 
incant to take tire place of th e clum sy m a­ 
chines w hich w ere th en used, but w hich 
the firem en took a dislik e to, and the people 
of London as w ell, and w h ich , therefore, 
was not adopted, though no one Could g ain ­ 
say tire usefulness of th is first steam lire 
engine. 
, 
Ericsson also at 
th is tu ne inven ted a 
locom otive w hich w on th e rata in a trial 
of locom otive en gin es before the directors 
of th e Liverpool & M anchester railroad, th e 
first railroad ever b u ilt in E ngland for pas­ 
senger traffic. 
Previous to th is th e only 
railroads were tiiose bujlt bv m in e ow ners 
or 
m erchants w ho w ished to transport 
goods to short distances, and th e cars w ere 
moved by stationary engines from station 
to station. But w hen th e passenger travel 
by railroad was th ou gh t of it was considered 
best to have locom otive engines, if it w ere 
possible to obtain them . 
E ricsson’s engine, th e N ovelty, won th e 
prize In th is com petition, though it had for 
its rival, the R ocket, b u ilt by Stephenson, 
the projector of tho road and the ch ief of 
E nglish engineers. 
Tire invention of th e hot-air engine, in 
w inch heat gave th e m otion to the engine, 
also belongs to Ericsson's London life. 
But the greatest in ven tion of this tfm e 
was th at of the screw propeller, by w hich 
the propelling pow er of steam boats was 
transferred to a screw in the stern of tho 
vessel, tints doing aw ay w ith th e clu m sy 
paddle-w heels of an earlier date. 
T his invention brought Ericsson to th e 
notice of L ieut.Stockton of th e U nited States 
navy, w ho w as then bu ild in g a canal in N ew 
Jersey, and wire gave Ericsson an order for 
a steam propel ie*-ti* Re used on tire canal'. 
T his vessel was called th e Robert F. S tock­ 
ton. and a tew nmntius after its arrival at it* 
destination E ricsson h im self left E ngland, 
aud arrived in th e U nited States, N ovem ber, 
1839. 
T he invention of th e screw propeller w as 
th e beginning of a revolution in the build- 


grantod lor tire U nited States. 
In due tim e 
th e bodv was borne across tile sea by tire 
U nited States warship Baltim ore, and w as 
received w ith the stately cerem onies th at 
represented the loving hom age of the entire 
Sw edish nation. It w as then taken to V erm e­ 
land, arni borne by tire hands of n ative 
m iners to its resting p lace am ong the hills. 
N ot lik e the old v ik in g s of his race, w ith 
th e insignia of war placed over him , does 
Ericsson lie, hut enshrined in the fragrant 
m em ory of an unselfish and w ell-spent life, 
and of a genius w hich brought to Sw eden 
greater honors than any ever fin veil by the 
heroes of old. 
T he life of Ericsson has lioen w ritten by 
W illiam Ceilan* C hurch, tire friend w hom 
Ericsson him self chose to perform the work.

W hen th ey rem oved to tho canal 
station at Forsvik, Mrs. Ericsson received 
into th e fam ily som e o f th e officers of the 
engineers, and from them John received in ­ 
structions iii drawing, and it was through 
tins influence th at th e tw o Ericsson boys 
w ere apireinted cadets in th e m echanical 
engineers of tire Sw edish arm y, John being 
then 11 years of age. So w onderful was the 
grow th of the boy’s m ind th at a year later 
than th is he w as m ak ing drawings and 
m aps fortlie use o f th e canal com pany.

m onth w ith expenses paid, and had under 
ids direction OOO Sw edish troops em ployed 
as laborers on th e canal. 
Y oung Ericsson rem ained in tire em ploy 
of th e canal com pany, and wore tire uniform 
of th e m echanical engineers until he was 
17, w hen lie entered the regular army as 
en sign —for he was am bitious, and it seem ed 
to him that a soldier’s life held in it more 
chance for advancem ent in th e world than 
th at of a m echanical engineer. 
H is friends were sorely disappointed at 
th e change, for it soeured to them that ire 
had thrown aw ay rite chances for a pros­ 
perous career; but tire. new life did not in ­ 
terfere greatly, after all, w ith tire natural 
bent of his mind toward m echanics. 
In the

c iv il war m igh t have had a very different 
ending. 
B ut the M onitor cam e to th e rescue, m et 
her adversary of five tim es lier size g a l­ 
lantly. aud won tire victory, for lier con­ 
struction was so .curious and her m eans of 
attack and defence so peculiar th at the 
M errimac could do nothing, and her com ­ 
m ander was glad to get safely away.

CAPE ANN GRANITE. 


Quarries that Form a Continuous Line 


from Rockport to Bay View—Marble­ 


head's Oldest Story. 


[Harper’s W eekly.] 
Capo Ann m ay lie said to he literally a 
solid block of gran ite capable of supplying 
tire world w ith paving-stones for a thousand 
years. Capo Ann is a sm all peninsula pro­ 
jectin g from tho coast of M assachusetts. 
Most people suppose th at it reaches to tire 
extrem e eastern end; but tire outer part o f 
tire promontory is in reality an island tw o 
or three m iles square, separated by a narrow 
strait from the m ain land. and sm all vessels 
can entirely circu m navigate it. T ins Ibis 
been a fortunate circum stance for our fish­ 
erm en caught in h eavy w eather off one of 
th e m ost inhospitable parts of our coast: for 
if north of the cape on a Ice shore they 
could 
som etim es run 
for shelter in to 
’Squam ,w hich is at tire northern entrance of 
tire Cane Ann inlet. This gave rise to tire 
old story of the M arblehead parson wire 
was preaching a vivid serm on on the terrors 
of the last day, illu stratin g it to suit tire 
life of tire rough fisher-folk whom he was 
addressing. 
"In th at day,” said he, "w hen th e sky is 
black w ith scud, and tire w ind is how ling, 
and th e sea is rising enough to founder your 
ship, w hat th en w ill you do for a ren ig.1, 
m y friends?” 
“But up your h elm aud m ak e for ’Squam !” 
spoke up a w eather-beaten skipper in the 
audience. 
A dvantage lias been taken of several sm all 
rocky points to construct a num ber of m in­ 
iature harbors around tire cape capable of 
sheltering half a dozen schooners each. 
T hese quaint little ports form a peculiar 
feature of Cape Aim scenery. They arc pro­ 
tected by high w alls o f granite, built v i l l i 
m uch labor and expense, and are reached by 
narrow entrances w id e enough for tire pas­ 
sage of a schooner, and easily missed iii tire 
dark. The harbor of Pockport consists of 
several slips of tiffs sort. Pigeon Cove is 
perhaps th e m ost picturesque, w ith its little 
bespell left dry at low tide, w h ile the ports of 
L anesville aud Bay V iew are th e m ost elab ­ 
orately constructed. As one rides over tire 
w ind ing lolly roads of Cape Ann ire exp eri­ 
ences a sense of hum or as here and there he 
perceives a lin e of m asts rising am ong tire 
rocks where he w ould least expect to rind a 
safe anchorage. 
B ut for these marie harbors it w ould be 
exceed in gly difficult to export the granite 
of Cape Ann by sea, for loading stone on a 
sliip is a tick lish business, and can only Ire 
done in a secure haven . 
W hen th e govern 
m ent finishes tire great breakw ater w hich it 
is now building parallel w ith th e coast of 
Cape Ann, it w ill not only afford a harbor 
of refuge for ships in heavy easterly w eather, 
but also facilitate th e shipm ent of granite. 
Tire breakw ater is to ire 9000 feet long, and to 
contain 1,000,000 tons of stone up to w ith in 
22 feet of the surface. A lready 350, OOO ton* 
of granite have been deposited, covering a 
distance of about 3000 feet. 
The last 22 
feet of depth, and th e part above th e w ater, 
m ay bf* either of hew n granite or of con ­ 
crete. T he latter is generally considered 
th e cheapest and m ost enduring m aterial 
yet 
discovered 
for 
such 
a 
purpose 
w hen m ixed w ith th e ashes of sugar­ 
cane, as it hardens by exposure to th e 
elem ents. 
T he 
cost 
of 
th is 
im m ense 
work is estim ated at #5,000.000, but th e e x ­ 
perience of th e people, gathered from sim ­ 
ilar public enterprises, m akes it doubtful 
w hether th is breakw ater w ill be com pleted 
for any such trifling sum as that. T he pos­ 
sibilities for a jperm anent incom e achieved 
in the N ew \o r k Capitol at Albany may 
w ell stim u late other contractors engaged iii 
public enterprises requiring years to com ­ 
plete. Shall th e breakw ater of Cape Ann 
prove a sim ilar instance? Let us hope not. 
T he quarries of th e Cape form a con tin u ­ 
ous lin e from Rockport to Bay View. 
At 
least a dozen different com panies are en ­ 
gaged in g ettin g out granite on the Cape, 
tire stone being alm ost entirely the coarse 
gray qu ality suited for foundation pieces or 
for paving. 
One of th e m ost im portant of th ese com ­ 
ics, and the first to w hich one com es on 
ring th e station is th e Rockport G ranite 
panics, and the first to w hich one com es on 
leavin g th e station is th e Rockpo 
Company. Tire office is in th e hack part of 
a little country grocery store. A ll these 
Cape com panies have agencies or m ain of­ 
fices in Boston, chiefly in tire building of th e 
Association of U nited Builders, on D evon­ 
shire st. 
But on th e Cape th e offices are 
generally in th e rear of th e w ayside grocer­ 
ies. and when one of these is seen, one is 
pretty sure to strike th e office of a granite 
quarry. 
Passing through files of flour-barrels and 
under beam s hu ng w ith sea boots, slates, 
fishing-lines, hatchet*, ham s, brooms, cheap 
hand-inicrors, oil jackets, school books, luar- 
line-spikes, sounuing-leads, and pickaxes, 
through an atm osphere perfum ed w ith plu g 
tobacco, kerosene oil, m olasses and codfish, 
one reaches the sm all office where the sec­ 
retary of the quarry holds lofty sway. A c­ 
cording to Hie m ood o f the hour or th e de­ 
m ands of business, lie is found perched on a 
high stool at a diesk w ield in g a qu ill over 
bulky ledgers, or seated on a box w h ittlin g, 
or in a rickety office chair tilted back so 
that lie m ay rest his heels on the sill of tire 
w indow, through w hich tile ocean is seen, 
and the schooners in th e little harbor be­ 
low loading w ith stone.

athered tile m agn ates of th e neighborhood 
iscussing th e gossip of th e (-ape, or m ari­ 
ners. encased in oil jackets and picturesque 
sou’westers, tak in g th eir orders and talk in g 
over the prospect of gettin g a slant across 
the hay w ith a load of granite before tire 
quartering of tire moon. 
Tire granite of Capo A nn Is taken to Bos­ 
ton in old sloops, and to N ew York and

reason that they cannot obtain th e evid en ce 
necessary for a conviction. 
W ith Byrnes it is usually different. W hen 
once his hand is set upon a m an th e odds 
are IOO to one that th e courts w ill prove 
the arrest rightful by sen ding th e accu sed 
to prison. 
T his result is not alw ays secured by th o 
evidence gathered by the m en w ho w ork 
under th e inspector.

But for a ll th at th ey are h u ­ 
man, amt often h avin g real lied a certain 
point in a case, are unable to go beyond it.

and ju m pin g on his abdom en, 
or sereAving the upper part o f his spine 
w ith the knuckles, or leavin g him for days 
w ith out food. 
Any of th ese is productive 
of extrem e bodily pain, and th e prisoner is 
often glad to escape further torture by a 
confession. T his is a relic of th o Inquisi­ 
tion. 
Inspector Byrnes is not an inquisitor, h ow . 
ever. 
He getx the good result w ith ou t th e 
bad m eans. 
T he third degree, as exem p lified by h im , 
is nothing more th at m oral suasion, and, 
correlatively, m ental persuasion. 
A prisoner is obdurately silent. 
Very 
good. 
Then he is left to h im self. T he 
cells 
at 
police headquarters are sm all. 
T hey contain a narrow iron bedstead — 
nothing more. 
T he prisoner sits on th e 
edge of th e bed. ch u ck les to th in k how 
m uch sm arter he is than th e "fly cops,” and 
w aits for som e one to com e ana ta lk w ith 
him . 
N o one com es. 
E very half hour he hears 
a step in tho corridor am i know s th at th e 
doorm an has looked in to see h e is all right.

T h e m ost fam ous exam p le of th e w orking 
of th e third degree WIW th e celeb rated U n­ 
ger m urder case 
On Jan. 27. 1887, a trunk w as received in 
B altim ore addressed to parties w ho could not 
he found. It contained the head less trunk 
of a m an cut into pieces. By m eans o f an ex ­ 
press label the trunk was traced to N ew 
York city. and th ere to E dw ard U nger, a 
disreputable fellow a v T i o had at one tim e 
kept a " dive” in B leecker st. H e w as ar­ 
rested. 
It w as learned th at U nger had had a 
vio len t quarrel w ith A ugust B elles; th at 
Bulies had been seen to enter U n ger’s room, 
at 22 R idge st., on Jan. 25, and had not been 
seen again. 
Still, the body could not la* iden tified , for 
th e head 
aa as m issing. 
T here seem ed a 
good probability of U nger g o in g unpun­ 
ished. 
In th is em ergency Inspector Byrnes k ept 
U nger for tw o days m solitary confin em en t, 
un til nervous prostration had m ad e him a 
wreck. 
A t th e end of the second d ay h e w as told 
th at tho inspector w ish ed to talk w ith him . 
H e w ent up to th e office very glad ly. 
"Sit dow n,” said th e inspector, m ild ly, 
poin ting to a sofa. 
U nger started to obey, 
A s h e w en t to 
th e sofa he looked at it carelessly. 
T hen 
he sprang back w ith a yell of horror, and 
sank upon his knees before th e inspector, 
errin g: "I confess! 
I k illed h im .” 
Tim sofa aa hs covered w ith stain s of blood. 
U nger had recognized it. 
It w as th e sofa 
on w hich lie had placed th e body o f B odes 
after th e la tte r had been killed . 
It w as tho 
one th in g necessary to touch his conscience. 
Unger afterward pleaded self-d efen ce, but 
w as convicted of m urder in th e second de­ 
gree and is now a life-prisoner. 
T his is one of th e best-kuoivn ex a m p les of 
B yrnes’ Third D egree.

GIVI THE CHILDREN A CHANCE. 


There has recently been organized in New 
York a “Society for Parks and Playgrounds 
for Children,” tile purpose of which is to 
open unused lots which are fenced in in 
different parts of the city and utilize them 
as playgrounds,to keep children from street 
dangers and influences and turn their at­ 
tention to athletic training, rather than to 
rude street sports. 
Not a few dog-in-the-manger property- 
holders contend oil that children preferred 
the streets and that the scheme was only 
one of the busy-lxxiy notions of a few senti­ 
mentalists. But last, week, when one of 
these unused lots was omened to the child­ 
ren, they celebrated the occasion in great 
numbers by a jubilant street procession, 
with banners. 
Vacant lots in crowded cities, tied up by 
testamentary conditions, so that they re­ 
main fenced in and unoccupied for years, 
serving no useful purpose to anybody, might 
surely as well be opened for the healthy 
recreation of children. Many property-bold- 
ers in New York—to their credit be it said— 
have cheerfully fallen in with tho idea. It 
ought to find favor in all populous cities. 
Give the children a chance! 


First she induces us to demonetize silver 


A lto g e th e r , though the act of 1878 showed 
that we could not wholly stand tho legis­ 
lation she wheedled us into. Then, after 
making silver cheap in tills the largest sli­ 
ver-producing country of tho world, and 
forcing us to export our surplus or stop min­ 
ing almost entirely, she eagerly buys all 
olio wants of us at 70 cents or a little over, 
makes basto to coin it iuto rupees, and pays 
India and Egypt for their cotton and wheat 
in 70-cent dollars, pocketing the SO cents 
profit—to giro it no juster name—and by 
this very moans successfully competing 
• with our agriculture and to that serious ex- 
I tent diminishing our staple exports and 
J forcing down their price at home. 
I 
How much longer do we propose to con­ 
tinue under tills studied alternation of 
British threats and scares? It seems as if 
the country that produces fully one-half the 
silver of the world’s annual yield certainly 
ought to have something to say in this mat­ 
ter, even if it is not able to go alone. 
Let us look a little more closely into this 
fear of the displacement of gold by the free 
coinage of silver. 
Understand to begin 
with that new issues of paper would have 
the same effect in its displacement that 
silver would have. During the last fiscal 
year $22.500,(XX) of national bank notes 
were cancelled. To keep pace with our in­ 
creasing population and wealth, and to 
maintain prices at their present level, an 
increase of 3Ms per cent, in our money 
volume would lie no more than sufficient. 
This would amount to $52,5b0,000 for that 
purpose alone. 
So 
that 
this 
require­ 
ment, 
added 
to 
the 
canceling 
of 
bank 
notes, 
would 
amount 
to 
$75,000,000. 
This is considerably more 
than half of the world’s entire silver pro­ 
duct. 
About #35,000,000 of silver are 
annually consumed in the arts. So that if 
we were to coin the entire silver product of 
the world, deducting only that consumed 
in the arts, we should not, on the very face 
of it, be adding to our money volume much 
more than is requirtd by business activi­ 
ties at the existing level of prices. In this 
plain view of the case it would take a good 
many years before our gold currency was 
forced out of the country. 
An increase of population at the rate of 
a million a year, together with the extraor­ 
dinarily rapid development of our vast and 
varied territory, is not to be left out of the 
account either. 
The demonetization of 
silver was a deliberate conspiracy in the 
beginning. 
The European 
bondholders 
were at the bottom of it. They plotted to 
reduce the supply of precious metals one* 
half. The result was, in fifteen years prices 
declined more than one-third. Such a fall 
is enough to account for present depression, 
idleness, hardships and suffering. 
While 
prices have gone down, standard money has 
gone up. That w’as just what the conspira­ 
tors expected. 
The supply of money was 
cut off one-half, while population is all the 
time growing and business increasing. 
Money has become scarce, that is, dearer 
and dearer in comparison with all kinds of 
property.

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PLAIN FACTS ‘ABOUT THE CURRENCY. 


Curs HOCH I. the distinguished 
French 
writer on currency, has characterized our 
standard in tiffs country as the “limping or 
halting standard.” Our total silver cur­ 
rency, coin and certificates, is about $380,- 
000,000. The totality of our circulation- 
gold, silver and paper—is $1,500,(XX),(KIO, of 
which amount $000,000,000 is gold, $380.- 
000,000silver,and tim rest paper—$340,000,- 
000 of greenbacks and $175,000,000 of 
hank notes. 
These figures are approxi­ 
mates only. Now. it is not our gold circu­ 
lation 
by 
itself, 
neither 
is 
it 
the 
silver circulation by itself that measures 
prices or property for us; but it is the 
entire volume of circulation taken together. 
We are not on a gold standard today, then, 
ax England and other gold-standard coun­ 
tries, but midway between a gold and silver 
standard, and measuring current values by 
both, though according to no accepted rule 
of parity. 
Were silver to be coined to double the 
present total, or thereabouts, it could not, 
on any theory for which past experience is 
authority, drive gold out of the country. In 
the first place, our national bank notes are 
being rapidly retired. Silver coina«G,there- 
fore, will furnish the basis for the silver 
certificate that shall tak^ the place of bank 
notes. 
Again, with free coinage, silver 
would rise in price and gold would corre­ 
spondingly fall. 
The tendency of both 
metals would naturally be in the direction 
of equity. The silver coinage act of 1878. 
which almost directly brought on specie 
payments, was predicted by the same class 
that now prophesies general disaster from 
free coinage to work a similar catastrophe 
then. Yet the actual result of it is, in re­ 
spect to gold, that silica 1878 our net im­ 
portation of gold has been over $185,000,- 
000, while in the same time our mines have 
yielded $375,OOO,OOO additional gold. Take 
the single month of December last, and our 
net importation of gold is found to exactly 
double the entire preceding year’s (1889) 
export of gold. This, too, in the face of the 
act of July, 1890, which adds #25,000,000 
annually to the silver certificate issue under 
the act of 1878. 
Free coinage, it is said, will only enrich 
the silver miner. The price of silver will 
go u p , and he so much in his favor. Yes, 
but the price of gold will naturally drop 
until equity is reached. Will it not. then, 
amount to a loss of the same amount to the 
gold miner? But the gold miners do nut 
ask to have the silver mines shut up. They 
are as earnest for the equality of silver with 
! gold as anybody. Regarded as a mining 
1 question only, the miners of the precious 


j metals are placed on equal terms by the 


j free coinage of gold and silver. No, it is 
England above a1! other countries that 
j seeks to force us to close our silver mines, 


I that annually yield one-half the pioduct 
j of the world. She is on a gold basis strictly, 
i But does she pay for her Indian ami Egyptian 
I wheat and cotton in gold? Nothing of the 
I sort. Her greedy policy is plain enough. 


TRUE EDUCATION. 
The proposition to start a “high school 
for manual training”*in this city is a natu­ 
ral development of the belief which has 
been rapidly spreading of late years, that 
true education is not to be found altogether 
in books. 
The purpose of education—at least of pub­ 
lic education—is to make good citizens and 
fit th tai for the battle with. the world. 'Hie 
old notion that an Intimate acquaintance 
with Greek roots and Latin literature 
fitted 
a 
young 
man 
for 
life 
work 
has been pretty well 
exploded. 
Even 
savages have an education more sensible 
than that, because more useful to them; 
being taught to hunt and fish, to make rude 
weapons and tools and to use them witli 
skill. The favor with which schools for 
manual training are received indicates that 
civilization is at last becoming as wise as 
barbarism. 
True education consists not in knowing 
things, but in knowing how to do things. 
We may even hope that the time is near at 
hand when tile average student at col­ 
lege 
will 
cease 
to 
waste 
the 
best 
years 
of 
his 
life 
learning 
what 
is 
of no earthly consequence to him or any­ 
body else, and devote the same time to fol­ 
lowing those paths of knowledge that lead 
forward into the hopeful future instead of 
backward into the dead past. 


A CLUE TO LONGEVITY. 


When some veteran m our midst passes 
by a score of years, the allotted age of man, 
we midway pilgrims may well look back to 
see how’ he shaped his course. 
We are all headed towards the same goal, 
but, Unlike competitors in other courses, no 
one is in haste to outstrip his fellows. Man 
likes to see his destination recede as he 
approaches it, and always has an eye out 
for tho best means to that end. Every one 
is eager for tho secret of a hie .like that of 
the late Historian B a n c r o f t , whose dial 
pointed twenty odd notches beyond life’s 
normal stopping-place. 
Mr. B a n c r o f t had the inherited vigor 
and the superb physique that are the two 
most important factors in long life. Yet 
equally strong men undermine their health 
and lose life every day. He builded upon 
sure foundations a serviceable and well- 
nigh perfect structure that #ndured, while 
all about him others were building for a 
day; yet how’ much of his success was 
attributable to his individual wisdom and 
bow lunch to temperament and fate, is not 
for a chance writer to declare. Life placed 
no serious obstacles in his p ath; fate brought 
no hard sturins to beat about his head; his 
strength was not wasted in vain buffetings 
with adversity. He was like a tree planted 
from good stock iii prepared soil and full 
sunlight, that could hardly fail, save by 
suicidal means, to grow and bring forth 
fruit, and tiffs lie did to ripe old age. 
It is a great point in life to find one’s field. 
Every one feels assured of ids own ability 
to succeed and work W’onders somewhere. 
Mr. 
B a n c r o f t 
not only 
struck 
root 
early in congenial soil, but he practically 
had the field to himself. As a great Ameri­ 
can historian he had no rival; and only 
those who are elbow to elbow’ in the strife 
can realize the friction that a man escapes 
who is master of the situation, serenely 
above criticism, and who suffers neither 
from usurpation nor the dread of com­ 
petition. 
While writing history Mr. B a n cro ft 
was not forced to turn off daily “pot­ 
boilers,” since a sufficient fortune, inher­ 
ited, like his brain and brawn, from ances­ 
tors, left him free from carking care. 
He 
had. moreover, the sure “tonic of success” 
iii seeing the tracings of his pen turn by 
some magic alchemy to gold and its at­ 
tendant fame. 
He was not obliged to work against the 
grain, for be early chose a congenial occu­ 
pation, and followed ft with mild but per­ 
sistent diligence, and sure reward, to th? 
very end. He considered 250 words-'-about 
half the number already expended in dis­ 
cussing him—a good day’s work; and al- 
though there are undeniably words and 
words, tho above number, weighed in any 


scale*, Karo those of poesy, would make a 
light day’s work indeed. 
Mr. B a n c r o f t wasted no valuable years 
in youthful dissipation. His mental powers 
developed early, and by means of judicious 
exercise and reinforcement they held out to 
extreme old ago. Ile never crystallized 
into any one era of life and thought His 
mind grew with his growth and expanded 
with Hie spirit of the age. He held to a 
routine of study, but it was progressive, and 
time added to rather than impaired his In­ 
tellectual attainments. His life lengthened 
by growing, and by living slowly he lived 
long. 
His mind was not cultivated at the ex­ 
pense of his body. His afternoons were re­ 
served for exercise and enjoyment J ho w as 
devoted to horseback riding, mid ho lived 
and had his being iii tho full light of the 
j sun., He kept a cool, even temperature in 
, his house, avoided coal gas and all impuri- 
I ties of air, guarded against over-eating. 
I over-drinking and all exhaustion, and while 
he courted recreation lie shunned excite- 
i ment and fatigue. 
So much for mind and body. As for tho 
heart life, all agreed that in the realm of 
sympathetic affection, no less than in phys­ 
ical envinfliment, he kept a cool and even 
temperature. 
Mental 
depression .was 
avoided 110 less sedulously than was physi­ 
cal excess. 
Tho current of his life flowed straight on, 
pure, steady, resistless, cold, until it lost 
itself in the boundless sea. 
This, by the grace of fortune and the will 
of man, seems to have been the line fol­ 
lowed by our fellow-pilgrim and distin­ 
guished countryman to reacli the good old 
age of four score and ten.

Hill 


Shake H a n d s— G rover’s 
Eulogy and 


David’s Reply In Kind. 
New Y o r k , Feb. I.—The meeting of 
Grover Cleveland and Gov. Hill at the din­ 
ner given by Senator William L- Brown at 
the Manhattan Club Saturday night has 
already become famous, 
its consequences 
will be discussed for many days all over the 
country aud it will be hard to convince the 
mass of politicians that it was not pre­ 
arranged by the two great leaders th at cer: 
tain consequences might follow. 
This is not tile fact. Senator Brown de­ 
termined to give the dinner some we6ks 
ago, in fact before the election of the Gov­ 
ernor as United States senator. At that 
time lie was himself a candidate for the 
office in case the Governor was not, and hail 
announced his purpose of making a hot 
fight for it against all other aspirants. 
When he asked the Governor to be his 
guest he met w ith a prompt acceptance. 
Tho gentlemen who were present all say 
that the ex-president acted spontaneously 
iii making his speech. It was not on tho 
programme, and Senator Brown, the host, 
was as much surprised as anybody else at 
the turn affairs took at the close of the 
the dinner. 
It came about this way; Frederick Cou- 
dert. it had been agreed, was to propose the 
health of the host, who it was expected 
would reply. There was to be no formality 
in tiffs and the guests intended to disperse 
shortly afterwards. 
Mr. Coudert proposed the health of Sen­ 
ator Brown, and the host of the evening re­ 
plied in his hest vein. 
There was a pause for a moment after the 
applause had subsided. Mr. Coudert looked 
at Senator Brown, and 
Senator Brown 
looked at Mr. Coudert. 
Tho latter gentleman arose and said that 
though it hadn't been arranged to have any 
formal speeches made, still he felt that there 
would he no impropriety, but. on the con­ 
trary. that every one present would feel that 
it would be most fitting to have one of the 
distinguished guests of the senator, the ex-* 
president of the United States, say a few 
words. 
Mr. Cleveland didn’t appear in the least 
disconcerted when he arose to speak. He 
was upon his feet almost before Mr. Coudert 
had resumed his scat. His remarks were 
delivered in a forcible manner, aud the 
guests unite in saying that his praise of 
Gov. Hill was given with much feeling and 
sincerity’. 
According to several of the prominent 
guests Mr. Cleveland spoke as follows: 
"It was with much pleasure that I ac­ 
cepted the invitation to lie present here this 
evening. Ami while appreciating tile honor 
of atte,iditig this banquet, you will pardon 
me for referring to my first introduction to 
the M anhattan Club, which occurred over 
eight years ago. 
I had then just been 
elected to discharge the untried duties and 
unknown responsibilities of the office of 
governor of this State. The Manhattan 
tendered me a reception at the old club 
house, corner of 15th st. and 5th av. 
“I hail the good fortune to meet on that oc­ 
casion distinguished members of the Demo­ 
cratic party from nearly every State in the 
Union. They gave me good words of cheer 
and encouragement, and I entered upon the 
duties of an 
honorable, exalted 
office 
buoyed up with kind words and wishes of 
those whose acquaintance I had formed at 
that reception. 
“Before concluding my remarks I desire 
to propose the health of a distinguished citi­ 
z en of this State who is present: one who 
lias discharged the duties of governor of the 
commonwealth to the eminent satisfaction 
of the people: one who has been rewarded 
for his signal fidelity to public interests by 
an election to office of senator in the Con­ 
gress of the United States. I propose the 
health of Hon. David Ii. Hill.” 
Gov. Hill immediately arose and returned 
the compliment. His reply, as well as sev­ 
eral of the guests could remember it, was as 
follows: 
"In reply to Mr. Cleveland’s kind words, 
I can only say that my highest ambi­ 
tion is to serve tho people in tile high 
office to which I have 
bean 
elected 
in such a manner as to merit the same 
encomiums as bestowed upon Mr. Cleve­ 
land for his administration of the high of­ 
fice he held for four years. I hope I may 
also follow the example of that gentleman, 
at least to the extent of ultimately becom­ 
ing a member of the Manhattan Club.” 
'I he Governor then proposed the health 
of Mr. Cleveland. "Atter the guests had 
arisen from the table,” said one of the 
prominent banquetters,"Mr, Cleveland and 
(Jaw. Hill were surrounded by those who 
were In their immediate vicinity. In a few 
minutes the ex-president and senator-elect 
approached eaoh other. The meeting was 
most cordial, and they held a long conver­ 
sation.”

How Oliver Optic W rites a Story. 
[Oliver Optic In Ladles’ Home Journal.] 
As soon as I have .settled the incidents, or 
the principal ones, in my own mind, I take 
a bit of waste paper and write out Hie names 
of the characters who are to figure iii the 
story. I have a list of available names I 
have invented, though I sometimes use cur­ 
rent 'names. When I am satisfied with this 
list. I take out niy,"plot-book.” 
I have been writing stories for 40 years, 
and have the plot-books I have used for 
nearly all ot that tune, including all my 
books. I transfer to this hook Hie names of 
the characters. 
W ith each one of them I have associated 
the part he is to play in the story. This is 
all I have to guide me as I proceed, for I 
write nothing but the name in the book. 
Sometimes, though rarely, I write out on 
another page of the book a skeleton of the 
antecedents of the character, with dates 
and ages, in order to avoid mistakes. 
Then I arrange the introduction of the 
characters, inventing the scene in which 
some cf them ara to be presented. 
I con­ 
sider it necessary to begin with a stirring 
incident, in order to catch the interest of 
the reader and give him a "fellow feeling” 
for the hero. 
I have before me the plot-book abd a 
schedule in which appears each chapter and 
tho page on which it begins and ends. I 
know where I am all the time, and my diffi­ 
culty is not to stuff out these chapters, but 
to condense within the space allowed to 
each. I work iii the forenoon only, four or 
five hours, writing three chapters, making 
a total of 5400 words.

Popular Superstitions o f Candlem as Day 


— Origin 
of the C u stom s Associated 
With It. 
Why is thffseOtffld day of February called 
“Cjmdlemns”?,; 
B 
W hat is the origin of tile customs con­ 
nected with it? 
Mara was the Roman god of war. The 
first mouth of the year in the original 
Roman calendar was named for Mars, henco 
we have March. 
The mother of Mars woe Fcbrua, 
and 
when two months were prefixed to tho cal­ 
endar one was named for this (rodder#, 
hence we have February, 
Prayers and oblations were offered to 
Mars and to hir, mother, (hid feasts were 
kept in honor of each. The feast of Februa 
was held on the second of the month, and 
was celebrated with great pomp by illum i­ 
nations and processions bearing torches and 
candles, 
An early English writer thus describes it: 
"Tho Romanines this night (Fob. 2) Went 
about tho city of Rome, branning torches 
and candolls in worship of this woman 
(Februa) for hope to have tho moro heipe 
and succor of her Bonne.” 
This custom prevailed throughout the 
Roman empire, and had a strong hold upon 
the minds of tim people. W hen Christian­ 
ity became established it was long before it 
could abolish the old Roman customs, ana 
it was often necessary to establish instead a 
Christian custom of a similar character. It 
w as thus with this feast of Februa. 
St. Sergius I., pope of Rome from A. D. 
687 to 701, wishing to overcome this cus­ 
tom, issued an edict, "that all Christian 
people should come to church and offer up 
a brennyng candall in the worship that they 
did to this woman Februa. and do worship 
to Our Lady (the Virgin Mary) aud to her 
sonne our Lord Isus Christ,”— 
A writer of a subsequent periotPteives the 
reason for the burning of candles as follows: 
"A candol is made of woke and w exe; so 
was Crystc’s soul. hyd within the manhode; 
also tlte tyre betoKeneth tho godhede; also 
it bet ok ane th our Ladyo’s moderhode, lyght 
with the tyre of love.” 
In "Tile Doctrine of tile Masse Book,” 
published in 1554, is recorded a prayer for 
Tito Hallowing of Gandies upon Candle- 
mass D ay:” 
"O Lord Isus Christ, blesse Thou this 
creature of a w’axen taper at our humble 
supplication, and by vertue of the holy 
crosse pour*' Thou into it an heavenly bene­ 
diction; th etas Thou had granted it unto 
m an’s use for expelling darkness, it may 
receave such a strength and 
blessing, 
through the token of Thy crosse, that, in 
what places soever it be lighted or set, tho 
Divel may avoid (tut of those habitations 
and tremble for ieare, and fly away discour­ 
aged and presume no more to unquiet them 
that serve Thee.”

Thus it will bo seen that this day receives 
its name and customs from the “Candle 
Mass” established by Pope Sergius I., 1200 
years ago. 
Many of the early ceremonies are still 
kept by tile Roman church. It is also called 
the “Feast of Purification of the Virgin 
Mary,” in allusion to tile fact recorded 
Luke. xi„ 22. It has also been a custom for 
women after childbirth to go to the church 
to give thanks on this day. 
'.Chere were, and are still, many domestic 
customs and superstitions connected with 
Candlemas. Even now in New England 
there is many a farmer w’ho will take a 
mental inventory of his household supplies 
on that day, because he heard his father say 
that:Ile ought to have on Candleinaes Day, 
One-lialf of his pork, and half his hay. 
And the thrifty housewife will begin to 
watch the poultry yard, because 
H is on Candlemas Day 
The good goose begins to lay. 
There was an ancient superstition con­ 
cerning the removal from the house on 
Candlemas all decorations which had been 
put up at, Christmas, for if any were left 
goblins would dwell in the house during 
the rest of the year. In Herrick’s Poems, 
first published in 1848, he alludes to this in 
his 
CEREMONY UPON CANDLEMAS EVE. 
Down with rosemary, anil so 
Down with the bays anil mistletoe; 
Down with the holly, ivy, nil 
W herewith ye dressed the Christmas hall, 
That so the superstitions find 
Not one least brunch there left behind: 
For look, how many leaves there lie 
Neglected there (maids, trust to me,J 
. 
So many Goblins you shall see. 
There has been, and still is. a foolish be­ 
lief that the weafher is affected for the re­

Is annually repeated, and bv many devout' y 
believed, and those who find the pork get­ 
ting low in tbe barrel or tbe hay mow im­ 
poverished beyond the half limit vem.ce 
when the day ta cloudy or raiu is fading, 
end they repeat what has been taught from 
generation to generation.

BOSTON COOKING BC HOOL. 


A Special Lesson w ith the Brazier and 
Chafing Dish. 
There was a large number of pupils 
present at the cooking school this morning 
when Mrs. Dearborn, with Mias Fanner’s 
assistance, demonstrated tho use of the 
chafing dish aud the brazier in preparing 
chicken hollandaise, devilled bones, veni­ 
son steak, lobster a la Newburg, oysters 
and Welsh rarebit. They were as delicious 
when cooked as can bo imagined. 
Chicken H o lla n d a is e . 
Melt 2 heaping tablespoonfuls butter, add I tea­ 
spoonful minced onlou. 
Cook. till yallow. Add I 
teaspoonful of cornstarch, and pour on slowly I 
pint boiling w ater or chicken sto rk ; stir till It thick­ 
ens slightly, and add Juice of Va a lemon, Vt cup 
celery chopped fine. Va saltspoonful pepper and I 
pint chopped chicken. W hen well heated add tho 
yolks of 2 eggs well beaten. Cook I minute aud 
serve at once with buttered graham toast. 
First, prepare the chicken, using only the 
white meat and chop the celery fine. This 
is to be cooked in a brazier, which cooks 
over the flames While the chafing dish cooks 
over hot water. Measure the butter, round­ 
ing as full as the spoon w ill# hold, put it 
into tbe 
brazier 
and in it 
cook tho 
onion until it is yellow. .The onion will 
cook much more rapidly In the butter than 
in anything else. Add the teaspoon of corn­ 
starch and rub until smooth. Add one pint 
of the water in which Hie chicken was 
boiled. When it has thickened slightly, 
add 
tho 
lemon 
juice, 
colen’, 
salt, 
measured level anti divided lengthwise 
of tile spoon, and pepper; the saltspoon 
measures one-fourth of a teaspoon. 
When heated, instead of pouring the egg 
directly in. take out a little of the liquor 
a n d p u t on tho egg; then stir it in with the 
rest in this way, that the egg may n** 
die. This is very nice indeed. 
Venison Steak. 
M elt two tablespoonfuls butter 
anil 
a 
huff 
cup currant jelly. Sprinkle a venison steak (out 
one-half Inch thick) with salt and pepjter and lay it 
in the melted butter; turn it frequently, cook eight 
minutes, then pour over It one-quarter cup port 
wine, one-half ounce citron and tile rind of one-huff 
a lemon, cut in small pieces; add a few grain* of 
cayenne, cook two m inutes and serve. 
The chafing dish seems to be essential 
with venison. Wipe the steak carefully, 
but do not wash it. The rind of the lemon 
is often designated as the zest, which means 
that which gives flavor. Cut tho lemon 
into fancy shapes. 
Oysters. 
Mix I heaping tablespoonful of butter, I scant 
tablespoonful 
flour, 4 4 spoonful salt, l/i 
salt- 
gpoonful pepper, a few grains cayenne, Va table­ 
spoonful chill sauce, in the chafing dish. When bot 
add I pint of oysters. 
Coe*, till the edges earl, add 
I tablespoonful fine c h o k e d celery and I table­ 
spoonful chopped parsley, and serve with toast. 
Always see that the oysters are carefully 
cleaned, Picking out all the shells with 
tile fingers. 
Cook this over the chafing 
dish. It is very nice. 
W e lt'll Rarebit. 
Cut Vs pound rich cream cheese In small pieces; 
melt it hi the chafing dish with I teaspoonful b u t­ 
ter, adding gradually Vfc cup of ale; season with Vs 
teaspoonful m ustard, Va saltspoonful mace, >4 aalt- 
gpoonful allspice, a few grains of cayenne, a few 
drops of Worcester shire, a few drops of mushroom 
catsup, and I teaspoonful sherry. 
When the cheese) 
Is melted, add I beaten egg; cook till It thickens and 
pour over buttered toast. 
When egg is added to the rarebit, it is 
known as short rarebit. The egg prevents 
its being stringy.

By an explosion of fire-damp In th e M am­ 
m oth shaft of tho H. (J. Frick Coke Com­ 
pany at Y oungw ood, near Scottdale. Penn., 
Tuesday, 181 m iners were hurled into eter­ 
n ity and a num ber seriously injured. The 
explosion occurred shortly after 0 o’clock in 
th e m orning, and, it is supposed, w as th e 
result of th e ignition of a m iner’s oil lamp. 
T he after dam p, w hich follow ed th e explo­ 
sion, suffocated nearly every workm an. 
A 
few m en, realizing th e aw ful situation, fell 
to th e ground, thereby preventing tile gas 
from striking them . T here is not a soul left 
to tell th e story of the dreadful calam ity. 
T he persons not k illed were in such a criti­ 
cal conditon th at th eir deaths w ere m o­ 
m entarily expected. 
S ixty bodies were re­ 
covered, all w ith out signs of life. 
T he fire w h ich broke out after th e explo­ 
sion was soon extingu ish ed , ami th e im ­ 
m ense fans, w hich w ere put in operation, 
cleared th e m ine of gas. 
T he gas h avin g 
about all been driven from the pit, the work 
of 
rescuing the entom bed m iners com ­ 
m enced, 
T uesday n igh t hundreds of m iners Hocked 
to th e scene of th e disaster, offering assist­ 
ance. T ile new s spread throughout th e en ­ 
tire coke region w ith great rapidity. The 
only m an w ho escaped from the futal m ine 
was M ine Boss Eaton. 
M aster W orkm an Peter W ise, ex-M aster 
W orkm an Her foot, .James McBride, Mike 
D ism an and 
.foilii 
R. Byrne, Hecretary 
Parker and Jam es K eegan, all prom inent 
labor leaders, left Tuesday n igh t for Mam­ 
m oth to render any assistance in 
their 
power, financially or otherw ise, 
to the 
stricken and bereaved fam ilies. 
It has been 
estim ated th at there are sixty w ives and 
fam ilies left w h olly 
dependent 
on 
the 
charity of th e world for sustenance by this 
disaster. T he 
Frick 
com pany w ill 
he 
liberal in this direction, and it is under­ 
stood th at a subscription paper w ill be cir­ 
culated to obtain m oney to support th e u n ­ 
fortunate fam ilies. 
A t Scottdale, Penn., Friday nigh t. 62 dead 
m iners wrere buried in th e C atholic cem e­ 
tery. 
T hirty more of th is religion probably 
w ere buried Saturday in the sam e cem e­ 
tery, as alm ost all of th e victim s were of 
that faith. General M anager Lynch of the 
m ines took charge of th e bodies, w hich 
were buried am idst a drenching rain, in th e 
presence of 1000 relatives and friends. Tho 
bodies w ere placed in tw o trenches, each 
200 feet long and 6 feet deep. 
U p to last accounts 108 bodies have been 
recovered, though tho low er cham bers of 
th e m ine are still being searched, as several 
m en are reported m issing. T he truth, how ­ 
ever, is hard to learn, as m any of the m iners 
w ere foreigners -and 
com paratively u n ­ 
known. T he rem arkable fact th at not one 
m an escaped cannot be explained even by 
old miners. T he entire coke region is still 
in a state of com plete dem oralization.

ness in N ew York instead of Rio do Janeiro, 
I would do a big trado throughout alf 
the provinces of Brazil. 
It only wants

go for tin s m arket, and before long our 
people w ould regularly send there for all 
their supplies.”

M eiasonier, th e G reat F ren ch M ilitary 
F ain ter, D ead. 
Jean Louis Ernest M oissonier, th e great 
m ilitary painter of France, w hose death is 
announced, w as born at Lyons, Feb. 21, 
1815. H is early youth was passed in a 
w retched struggle w ith poverty. 
At the 
age of 19 h e w ent to Paris to study paint­ 
ing. 
Ho executed any kind of artistic 
work th at cam e in his w ay, in order to earn 
his bread. H e painted copies of the p ict­ 
ures of tile Louvre at the rate of $1 a square 
yard. 
He decorated the tops of hon bon 
boxes, he painted fans, he executed rn'arvel- 
lous draw ings iii India ink for th e w ood en ­ 
gravers. 
Filially this w ork attracted the 
not ice of som e gentlem en aud opened to him 
th e studio of M. Leon Cogniet. 
In four years his nam e cam e bofore th e 
nubile in the catalogue of th e Salon, where 
lie presented tw o characteristic pleoos. The 
chilli nu tlv e 
but wonderful 
paiiiting, en­ 
titled 
"Le Petit M essenger, 
established 
the artist in a place from w hich no con­ 
troversy, no faction, no revolution in art 
has essayed to dislodge him . 
Probably no 
painter of this century has pursued his vo­ 
cation 
w ith 
such 
absolute 
independ­ 
ence 
of 
all 
con tem ix>rary 
action 
and 
alteration 
iii 
th e 
art 
world. 
After receiving several m edals, third, sec­ 
ond and first class, in the inverse order. 
from 1840 to 1848. he won th© grand m edal 
of honor in 1855, and was decorated w ith 
the ribbon of the Legion of Honor. 
In 1850 
he w as unpointed an officer of th e Legion of 
Honor, and in 1807 becam e a com m ander of 
th e sam e. T he institute elected him to a 
vacan t fauteuil in 1801. For over half a 
century his works adorned th e w alls of the 
Salon annually. The celebrated w ork,"Cui­ 
rassiers,I 8 0 5 ’ for which 400,000 francs were 
paid after it had been adm ired by half the 
world at the exhibition of 1878, w as burned 
in N ew York in 1881. 


C harles B rad lau gh , M. P . 
Charles Bradlaugh, m em h erof Parliam ent 
for N ortham pton, w ho has been critically 
ill for som e tim e past, died at 0 o ’clock 
Friday m orning. 
Mr. B radlaugh was born 
iii H oxton, Loudon, Sept, 2 0 ,1 8 3 3 # Owing 
to th e extrem e poverty of his parents he 
ceased atten d in g school before he w as l l 
years old. 
Studying to fit h im self for a 
Sunday-school exhibition before th e bishop 
of London ho hecum e sk eptical, and de­ 
clared his inab ility to reconcile th e 39 
articles 
w ith 
the 
four 
gospels. 
His 
father 
gave 
him 
three 
(lays 
in 
w hich 
to 
change 
his 
opinions 
on 
penalty of losing his situation. 
H e accepted 
til© penalty, aud quitted his hom e forever. 
H e enlisted in tho service of the E ast India 
Com pany, where he rem ained until a sm all 
legacy enabled him to purchase his dis­ 
charge. 
He secured a clerkship in a solicitor’s 
office in London, mid entered at once upon 
his life career of a p o litica l and atheistical 
writer and speaker. 
In 1858-’69 he gained 
considerable notoriety by ed itin g a journal 
called the Iconoclast, w hich was soon sus­ 
pended for w ant of capital. 
A year later 
th e N ational Reformer was established. 
H is political status as th e m em ber from 
N ortham pton was for more than live years 
one of th e m ost agitating questions bofore 
tile British Parliam ent. 
At the beginning 
of th e controversy, in 1880, lie refused to 
take the oath of allegiance on the ground 
th at it w ould not he binding upon his con­ 
science. T he House refused to let him affirm, 
inasm uch as no provision is m ade in the 
parliam entary oaths act for affirm ation by 
others than Quakers and th e lik e. Upon 
re-election. Mr. Bradlaugh 
changed his 
ground, and offered to take th e oath, but 
the H ouse now refused to receive it.

The Elections Bill Dead Be­ 
yond Resurrection. 


B u t O ne o f 13 R egular A ppropriation 
B ills as Y et Passed. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
Fob. 
I .—Tho Senate is 
shapin g its business with a firm determ ina­ 
tion to adjourn March 4, w ithout leaving 
behind it the necessity for an extra session. 
To th is end the "steering” com m ittee of the 
R epublican majority has already arranged a 
program m e th at w ould of itself occupy the 
atten tion of the Senate for tw o w eeks. 
T h is arrangem ent, how ever, is not final, 
as it m u st ho form ally approved by the Re­ 
publican caucus and is. besides, .subject to 
interruption in its w orking by tho appropri­ 
ation bills. 
Tho fortification appropriation bill come* 
up tom orrow as th e unfinished business, 
and th e pension appropriation bill now oil 
the calendar aud tho D istrict of Colum bia 
appropriation hill, soon to he reported, w ill 
follow in order. In the m orning I tours an 
effort w ill be m ade to pass tho Indian depre­ 
dation claim s bill, and sandw iched betw een 
th e appropriation bills w ill probably be the 
eight-hour bill and tho copyright bill. An 
attem pt is also being m ade to secure action 
upon the House bankruptcy bill. 
A lthough the House has been engaged 
practically the w hole of the past w eek in 
th e consideration of tho regular annual ap­ 
propriation bills, these m easures are still in 
an u n usu ally backward state, and it is the 
intention of tho majority to perm it substan­ 
tially no legislation excep t tho shipping bill 
to engage attention un til the scene of action 
on th e 
appropriations is very generally 
transferred from the House to tho Senate 
w ing of th e Capitol. 
It is tile purpose of th e com m ittee oil tho 
m erchant m arine to m ake an effort to call 
up th e shipping hill and press it to a final 
vote as soon as the consular aud diplom atic 
appropriation Jail now under consideration 
is passed, out there is som e question as to 
the ability of its friends to carry out their 
intention. 
The Indian and the legislative, 
ex ecu tive and judicial appropriation bills 
are on the calendar aw ailin g action and w ill 
lie Palled up at the first favorable oppor­ 
tunity. 
Mr. Bland and other free coinage silver 
m on arc grow ing more restive daily at the 
tailure or the coinage com m ittee to act on 
tho Senate silver bill, and have announced 
their determ ination, if the com m ittee do 
not settle the matter at the n ext regular 
m eeting on W ednesday, to precipitate tile 
tight to th e floor of the H ouse w ithout w ait­ 
ing for a com m ittee report. 
G illy four w eeks aud three days rem ain 
of th e Gist Congress, and not a single one 
of th e 13 regular annual appropriation bills 
lias been finally passed by both branches of 
Congress and sent to tile President. But 
one of those bills has passed th e Senate— 
Hie arm y b ill—w hich w eut through yester­ 
day, w ith a number of am endm ents on 
w inch th e action of the House is needed. 
'Hie pension and fortification appropriation 
bills are on the Senate calendar, ready for 
consideration. 
Three other hills, nam ely, 
those m aking appropriations for the D istrict 
of C olum bia, tile m ilitary academ y and the 
navy, have passed the House, but liavo not 
been acted on by the Senate com m ittee. Of 
tile rem aining appropriation bills, th e con­ 
sular and diplom atic, the Indian and the 
legislative have been reported to th© House, 
and th e sundry civil and agricultural lulls 
w ill be placed on the calendar early th is 
w eek, Ro that the general deficiency and til© 
post office bills w ill be th e only ones left to 
be reported from com m ittee. 
W hile tim present condition of th e appro­ 
priation hills is not encouraging as com ­ 
pared w ith their state of progress_ in pre­ 
vious congresses, no doubt is entertained by 
experienced mem bers of both the House 
and th e Senate of tho ability of Congress to 
com plete its absolutely necessary legislation 
before noon of M ardi 4.

Tho Senate w as on Monday the scene of 
intense excitem ent, resulting in tho sh elv ­ 
ing of tho elections bill by one vote, the 
question being on the tak in g up of the ap­ 
portionm ent bill. 
The Dem ocrats and six 
Kopublicun.s voted in tho affirm ative, and 
curried their point by one m ajority. 
The apportionm ent bill w as laid before 
tho Senate, aud tile m onotonous reading 
hogan am idst a hum of voices all over the 
cham ber and In the galleries. 
Later a m otion to lay aside the apportion­ 
m ent bill until 2 o ’clock tom orrow, and pro­ 
ceed w ith m iscellaneous business, m et w ith 
no opposition. 
T he hill w as finally parsed exactly as ll 
cam e from tho H ouse—yeas, 37; nays, 24 (a 
strict party vote). 
Tho Senate then, on m otion of Mr. Blair, 
took up tho House hill providing for the 
adjustm ent of accounts of laborers, w ork­ 
m en and m echanics arising under thooight- 
hour law . It h avin g been thus m ade the 
"unfinished business,” Mr. Blair consented 
to have it laid aside tem porarily, so that the 
army appropriation hill should bn taken up 
aud proceeded w ith. 
Mr. Gorman, how ever, objected to that 
arrangem ent being nu d e, and then Mr. Al­ 
lison, w ho had m ade the request, w ithdrew 
it and m oved (as a privileged motion) th a t 
the arm y hill be taken up. T hat motion 
was agreed to, tints displacing tho eight- 
hour hill from its advantageous position as 
"unfinished business.” 
The consideration of th e arm y appropria­ 
tion bill was then proceeded w ith, and tim

and after a long debate the Senate adjourned 
w ithout disposing of tho bill.

souri from 15 to IG w as rejected; yeas, 30; 
nays, 38, 
T he n ex t am endm ent w as to increase the 
representation of N ew York from 34 to 35. 
It, w as rejected, yeas, 29; nays, 38; Messrs. 
D avis and Paddock being tho only Republi­ 
cans voting in tim affirm ative. 
Mr. D avis then w ithdrew the am endm ent 
fixing tim total num ber of representatives 
at SGO. 
Mr. Berry offered an am endm ent fixing 
the total num ber at at 359, aud g ivin g an 
additional m em ber to Arkansas, M innesota 
aud N ew York, aud desired to have it voted 
on as one am endm ent; laid on th e table. 
Mr. Coniion of Illinois attem pted Co put 
an end to the political discussion by callin g 
attention to tim absolute necessity of a 
speedy passage of the appropriation bills, 
but ills rem arks had little effect, the contro­ 
versy being transferred from M ississipui to 
T ennessee.

AVe often hear the expression a "m an’s 
w om an.” Let it be noted th at the words 
are usually uttered by one of the gentle sex. 
and prefaced by an ejaculation savoring 
slightly of disapproval, an "O h!” accom­ 
panied by a m eaning smile. a slight eleva­ 
tion of the eyebrows, a shrug of the shoul­ 
ders. 
"Oh, yes,” they say, w ith one or more of 
these m ystic signals. "Oh, yes, she is a 
m an’s w om an.” 
Now, do they m ean by this to im pute or to 
excuse vagary? 
And w hat ie a m an’s 
wom an? Most of us understand pretty ac­ 
curately w hat is intended by this epithet, 
yet it is hard to define, and the direct ques­ 
tion is a baffling one. 
Most wom en are, have been or intend to 
become th e possession of some especial 
m a n : yet it m ay be certified th a t th e greater 
num ber of them are not. never were and 
never will be “m en's wom en,” How, then, 
are we to distinguish this subtle difference 
w hich so clearly m arks out certain women 
am ong th eir sisters? 
First of all, let us succinctly and definitely 
explain th a t a “m an’s w om an” is a short­ 
hand phrase. 
It m eans to express tersely 
w hat it would take too long to express in 
detail. 
A "m an’s w om an” is one whose society is 
sought w ith avidity by tho opposite sex, 
whose m ost ardent cham pions are men, at 
whose bidding men are prom pt to respond, 
and in whose com panionship men seem to 
find peculiar happiness. She is one who 
"m akes conquests,” aud who is ever win­ 
ning lovers 
W ith closed doors, and in low whispers, 
other women, who are not "m en’s women. 
ask each other, w hat is it? W hat is this in­ 
ward grace of which the outw ard evidences 
are so m arked—this atm osphere w hich en­ 
virons some women and gives them such 
incontestable power? W omen who cannot 
see it, or w om en who are blind aud will not, 
ask each other, “ What is it.J” 
A m an’s wom an m ay be beautiful, clever, 
accom plished; she m ay have iii addition 
th e luxurious surroundings, the indolent 
ease, w hich in these sybaritic days seem 
necessary adjuncts to a w om an’s attractive­ 
ness ami gracefully fram e th e picture. Yet 
these things are not necessary to a m an’s 
wom an. It is quite possible th a t she m ay 
possess none of them . 
Perhaps of them all the gift of a trans­ 
cendent beauty is the one w ith which she 
can the m ost easily dispense. The m an’s 
woman is seldom really plain (although 
such cases have existed), but she is oftenest 
not beautiful. 
None the less she casts such a glam our 
over her adm irers—"throw s dust in their 
eyes.” us lier detractors say—th at m en will 
som etim es insist of such a one th at she is 
beautiful: mid this in the very fine of all 
tho art schools aud all the canons of correct 
proportions. 
As to her cleverness, w hile she generally 
displays th e subtlety of thought, the quick 
adaptiveness, the tim* discernm ent, which 
betray knowledge of the hum an heart, she 
m ay he more or less lazy intellectually; her 
learning m ay be superficial and her accom­ 
plishm ents few. I say they may he; be­ 
cause if sh** possesses w it,culture and talent 
these are undoubtedly an added charm , 
particularly if she employ them in increas­ 
ing'her personal attractions, 
But they are not necessary to the sway 
she exerts. In fact, they are valueless if 
they w alk not in hand with suppleness ana 
tact. Men instinctively dislike "superior” 
women, and many women who are beauti­ 
ful, well educated and elegant have never 
received the bliss-coil tcrring brevet of fasci­ 
nation. 
There m ust be, then, some force outside of 
all other attributes*, independent of them , 
and as vague in its sources as ii is evident 
and powerful in its effects. The beauty of a 
"m an’s w om an” may consist ilia mysterious 
smile, a trick of the hair upon tho brow, a 
dainty slipper—nothing m ore; yet the magic 
perfum e of her presence is enough. 
Men fe d that the more would he too 
m uch. Women, who always give large cre­ 
dence to the power of m ere beauty, will 
forever look on and m arvel. 
If it were 
only a certain exterior configuration of 
form and color it would be no wonder. But 
there, is another, a .subtler charm , which 
lies deeper and eludes analysis. 
It m atters little w hether lier eyes be laige 
or light; or sm all or dark. her features (das­ 
sie or irregular, w hether her tongue he 
eloquent or she be given to silence, if she 
hides w ithin herself th at which attracts, 
enchants and retains.

The 
scene is one to strike dum b w ith awe, or to 
unstring the nerves; one m ight stand iii 
silent astonishm ent, another would burst 
into tears. 
T here are some experiences th at cannot 
be repeated—one’s first view of Home, one’s 
first view of Jerusalem . B ut these emotions 
are produced by association, by the sudden 
standing face to face w ith the scenes most 
w rought into our whole life and education 
by tradition and religion. 
['his was w ithout association, as it was 
w ithout parallel, It was a shock so novel 
that the m ind, dazed, quite failed to com ­ 
prehend it. All th at we could grasp was a 
vast 
confusion 
of 
am phitheatres 
ana 
strange architectural form s resplendent 
w ith color. 
The vastness of the view 
am azed us quite as m uch as its transcen­ 
dent beauty. 
We had expected a canon—two lines of 
perpendicular walls 0000 feet high, with 
the ribbon of a river a t the bottom. But 
the reader may dismiss all his notions of a 
canon, indeed of any sort of m ountain or 
gorge scenery w ith which he is fam iliar. 
We had come into a new world. W hat we 
saw was not a canon, or a chasm , or a gorge, 
but a vast area w hich is a break in the 
plateau. 
From w here we stood it was 12 miles 
across to the opposite walls—a level line of 
mesa on the Utah side. We looked up and 
down for 20 to 30 m iles. T his great space 
is filled with gigantic architectural con­ 
structions, w ith 
am phitheatres, 
gorges, 
precipices, walls 
of m asonry, fortresses 
terraced up to the level of the eye. tem ples 
m ountain size, all brilliant w ith horizontal 
lines of color—streaks of solid hues a few 
feet in w idth, streaks a thousand feet iii 
w idth—yellows, m ingled w hite and gray, 
orange, dull red, brown, 
blue, carm ine, 
green, all blending in the sunlight iuto one 
transcendent suffusion of splendor. 
Afar off we saw the river in tw o places, a 
m ere thread, as m otionless and smooth as a 
strip of m irror, only we knew it was a turbia 
boiling torrent, 6000 feet below us. 
D i­ 
rectly opposite the overhanging ledge on 
which we stood was a m ountain, the sloping 
base of which was ashy gray and b lu ish ; it 
rose in a series of terraces to a thousand-feet 
wall 
of 
dark-red 
sandstone, 
reced­ 
ing 
upward, 
with 
ranges of colum ns 
and 
m any 
fantastic 
sculptures, 
to 
a 
finial 
row 
of 
gigantic 
opera- 
glasses 
6000 
feet 
above 
the 
river. 
The great San Francisco m ountain, with 
its snowy crater, w hich we had passed on 
the way, m ight have been set down iii the 
place of this one, and it would have been 
only one in a m ultitude of such forms th at 
m eet the eye w hichever way we looked. 
Indeed, ail the vast m ountains in this region 
m ight be hidden in this canon. 
VS anderiug a little away from the group 
and out of sight, and turning suddenly to 
the scene from another point of view, I ex ­ 
perienced for tile m om ent an indescribable 
terror of nature, a confusion of m ind, a fear 
to be alone In such a presence. 
W ith all this grotesqueness and m ajesty 
of form and radiance of color creation 
seem ed a whirl. W ith our education in 
scenery of a totally different kina I sup­ 
pose it would need long acquaintance with 
tills to fam iliarize one w ith it to the extent 
of perfect m ental comprehension. 
Tile vast abyss has an atm osphere of its 
own, one always changing and producing 
new effects, an atm osphere and shadows 
aud tones of its own golden, rosy, gray, 
brilliant and sombre, and playing a thousand 
fantastic tricks to the vision. 'J he rich and 
wonderful color effects, says Bapt. Dutton, 
“are due to the inherent colors of the rocks, 
modified by tho atm osphere. 
“Like any other great series of strata in the 
plateau province, tho carboniferous has its 
own range of colors, which m ight serve to 
distinguish it even if we had no other crite­ 
rion. The sum m it strata are pale gray, with 
a faint yellowish cast. Beneath them the 
cross-bedded sandstone appears, showing a 
m ottled surface of pale pinkish hue. 
"U nderneath this m em ber are nearly I OOO 
feet of the lower Aubrey sandstones, dis­ 
playing an intensely brilliant red. which is 
som ew hat m arked by tho talus shot down 
from tile gray cherty lim estone a t the sum ­ 
mit. 
Beneath tile lower aubrey is the face 
of the red wall limestone, from 2000 to 3000 
feet high. It has a strong red tone, but a 
very peculiar one. 
"Most of the red strata of the W est have 
the brownish or Vermillion tones, but these 
are rather purplish red. as if the pigm ent 
had been treated to a dash of blue. 
It is not 
quite certain th at tiffs m ay not arise in part 
from the intervention of the blue haze, and 
probably it is rendered more conspicuous 
by this cause; but, on the w hole, the pur­ 
plish cast seems to be inherent. 
"This is the dom inant color of the canon, 
for the expanse of tile rock surface dis­ 
played is more th an half in the Red W all 
group.” 
I was continually likening this to a vast 
city rather than a landscape, but it was a 
city of no m an’s creation nor of any m an s 
conception. Iii the visions which inspired 
or crazy painters have had of the New* Je ru ­ 
salem] of Babylon the (h eat, of a heaven iii 
the atm osphere w ith endless perspective of 
towers ana steeps th a t hang iii the tw ilight 
sky. the im agination has tried to reach tins 
reality. 
But here are effects beyond tho artist, 
form s the architect has not hinted at. And 
yet everything rem inds us of m an’s work. 
And the explorers have tried by the use of 
oriental nom enclature to bring it w ithin our 
comprehension, the East being the land of 
the im agination. 
There is the Hindoo A m phitheatre, the 
B right Angel A m phitheatre, the O ttom an 
A m phitheatre 
S lava’s Temple. V ishnu’s 
Temple, Vulcan’s Throne. And here in­ 
deed is the idea of the pagoda architecture, 
of the terrace architecture, of th e bizarre 
constructions which rise with projecting 
buttresses, rows of pillars, recesses, b attle­ 
ments, esplanades ami low walls, hanging 
gardens ami truncated pinnacles. 
It is a city, but a city of th e im agination. 
In many pages I could tell w hat I saw* iii 
one day’s lounging for a m ile or so along 
tho edge of 
the 
precipice. 
The view' 
changed at every step, and was never half 
an hour the sam e in one place. Nor did it 
need much fancy to create illusions or pict­ 
ures of unearthly beauty. There was a 
castle, terraced up with colum ns, plain 
enough, and below it a parade g ro u n d ; at 
any m om ent the knights in arm or and w ith 
banners m ight em erge from the red gates 
and deploy there, w hile the ladies looked 
down from the balconies. 
But there wore m any castles and fort­ 
resses and barracks and noble m ansions. 
And the rich sculpture in this brilliant 
color! In tim e I began to see queer details: 
a Richardson house, w ith low portals ami 
round arches, surm ounted by a N urem berg 
gable; perfect panels GOO feet high, for the 
setting of pictures; a train of cars partly de­ 
railed at the door of a long low warehouse, 
wit Ii a garden in front of it. T here was uo 
cml to such devices. 
It was long before I could com prehend the 
vastness of the view, see the enorm ous 
chasms and rents and seams, and tho m any 
architectural ranges separated by great 


I gulfs, bet ween me and the w all of the mesa 
12 miles distant. 
, , 
Away to the northeast was 
the 
blue 
Navajo m ountain, th e lone peak in the lion- 
/on; but on tile southern side of it lay a 
; desert level* w hich in tb s afternoon light 


took on the exact appearance of a blue 
lake; its edge this side was a wall thou­ 
sands of feet high. many miles iii length 
and 8traightly*horizonta!; over this seemed 
to fall water. I could see the foam of it at 
the foot of the cliff; and below th at was a 
lako of shim m ering silver, in which the 
giant precipice and the fall and their color 
were mirrored. 
Of course there was no silver lake, and 
the reflection that sim ulated it was only the 
sun on the lower part of tile im m ense wall.

" TELEGRAPH ERRORS. 


TJiey Have Caused Sorrow, 
Fun and Money Loss. 


Not Always Due to Inexpert Operators 


- More Often to Careless W riting. 


How a Kansas Operator Nearly Caused 


a Lynching by a Bull.

[New York Times.] 
There was once a m an w ho received a 
telegram which said: 
"Cog hog alonce 
getlier is had.” He didn’t know w hat to 
make of it. He puzzled over it fo" two 
hours. Then lie took it to the telegraph 
office. 
“I can’t read Chinese,” he said. "T rans­ 
late that for m e.” 
The operator w ho received the m essage 
asked the operator who sent it to repeat it. 
It turned out to be: “Come home at once; 
m other is dead.” 
When the lesponsibihty for the m istake 
was sought, tho sending operator of course 
alleged th at he transm itted 
the 
words 
properly, 
and the receiving operator of 
course alleged th a t he put down precisely 
w hat wras sent. As neither operator was 
more experienced than the other the claim s 
of botli were equally good. So tile question 
of blame was never settled. 
Tiffs "cog hog” error is probably one of 
the earliest in tile history of tile telegraph. 
It is certainly the m ost ancient of th e m any 
that telegraphers tell about when they get 
together after w'ork 
and 
“talk shop.” 
Thousands of errors have been made. Iii 
fact, a day rarely passes w ithout a good 
m any of them occurring. 
Some of them have caused m uch am use­ 
ment. some have caused tears, and some 
have caused serious financial loss. They 
are not always due to inexpert operators. 
It is a rem arkable fact th at during the 
prevalence of bad w eather, or w hat are 
known as "electrical storm s,” which are 
thorns in the side of every chief operator— 
for while they continue wires become as u n ­ 
reliable as a fickle w om an—dot! and dashes 
have been so shifted as to cause a receiver 
to put down a word totally different from 
the one transm itted by tile sender. T hat, 
however, does not occur often. 
'The faulty penm anship of hurried busi­ 
ness men and others who use the telegraph 
is also responsible for m any of the errors. 
Operators are compelled to rigidly "follow 
copy,” and if a word is indistinct thov send 
w hatever it seem s to them to look like, no 
m atter how blind their reading m ay m ake 
tho context. 
Besides, some messages pass through a 
num ber of hands. A despatch from New 
York to M ontreal, if the direct route is in 
the state professionally known as "dow n,” 
that is. broken or interfered w ith by storm 
or flood, m ay reach tho latter city after 
having paid brief visits to P ittsburg aud 
Buffalo and several other cities. 
Considering all these stum bling blocks in 
the way of accuracy, it may be said th at the 
num ber of errors is rem arkably small. 
Tile 
telegraph com panies persistently 
print at the top of their message blanks a 
warning th at they are not responsible for 
m istakes iii transm ission, and they also 
proffer, in very sm all type, the advice th a t 
“to guard against m istakes or delays the 
sender of a m essage should order it re­ 
peated ; th at is, telegraphed back to the 
originating office for com parison,” a t an ad­ 
ditional charge of one-half tile regular 
rate. 
The notice has steadily adorned the 
blanks in spite of court decisions th a t tile 
companies 
are 
responsible 
for 
errors, 
w hether the m essages are repeated or not. 
and in spite of th e additional fact th a t it is 
rarely read, or, if it is, the interest excited 
is only casual. Nobody ever seems to ac­ 
cept the advice regarding repetition. An 
operator, sneaking of the old notice re­ 
cently, said th a t in an experience of 15 
years lie had never seen but one m essage 
bearing the order to repeat, and it was re­ 
gal fled as a great curiosity. 
This m essage fell a victim to excessive 
caution. It w as bound from New York to 
San Francisco. Tt contained but one word, 
the little word “Yes.” It was religiously re­ 
peated back from every relay station be­ 
tween the A tlantic and Pacific, but by some 
m isfortune, due to ti second of abstraction 
on the part of an operator or to a tim ely but 
unfortunate “ flip” of the instrum ent, the 
word w as changed to "N o.” 
A big row ensued, and an operator in New' 
York nearly lost his position. 
How tho com panies m anage to reconcile 
tile statem ent th a t tho sender of a message 
can guard against delays by having it re­ 
peated w ith the indisputable fact that, if it 
takes two m inutes to send it. a delay of two 
m inutes more in repeating it would be inev­ 
itable. lias never been explained. 
And th a t th e com panies them selves don’t 
esteem the advice very highly is shown by 
tile fact th at the strict rule of a few years 
ago. requiring tile repeating back (w ithout 
charge) of alfcab le messages passing over 
land lines is no longer enforced, and cable 


nam e of "Birny” Sm ith or “R im y” Sm ith, 
or even "B itty Sm ith or “K illy” Sm ith, in­ 
stead of "K itty ” Sm ith, 
Such palpable 
errors are. of course, only m ade by very 
green operators, 
An experienced m an. unless his wits were 
off wool gathering, would m ake some in ­ 
quiries of tile Bender which would probably 
result in a correction. But. unfortunately, 
green operator* flourish, and, as all green 
operators are am bitious to operate on Hie 
speediest w ires,they frequently cause a good 
deal of trouble before they become thor­ 
oughly ripe. 
* 
Two callow’ young operators m ade an ex­ 
planation necessary from a young New 
York newspaper m an recently. Ho was to 
be m arried in tile West. 
Before leaving 
town lie devoted several days to searching 
over Brooklyn for a flat, being assisted iii 
Hie search by a young m arried woman, the 
friend of his betrothed. 
Upon leaving his office one m orning about 
2 o’clock he sent tile Brooklyn lady a tele­ 
gram , which lie expected would be deliv­ 
ered to her about u o’clock in the morning. 
The despatch was worded apologetically: 
“W ill be over to worry you this afternoon.” 
Tile m essage was “bulled” on its way 
across the East river, and a m eaning of so 
m uch im portance was given bi it th at the 
Brooklyn operator rustled it out, tim m es­ 
senger boy arriving at the house at about 4 
a. in. Tile husband of the lady got out of 
bed to answ er the bell. 
By a further m istake of Hie delivery de­ 
partm ent tile envelope wrns addressed to tile 
husband. He opened it and was astonished 
to read: "M rs. 
----- : Will be over to 
m arry you tiffs afternoon.” 
W hen a m an is aw akened from a sound 
sleep and inform ed th a t Ids wife is to be 
m arried to a young m an who, he has had 
evefy reason to believe, was to be m arried 
to a young lady in the W est, lie is apt to 
conclude th at lie isn’t aw ake after ail, 
No one who has not experienced it can re­ 
alize how very startling it is. It was the 
first Ids wife had hoard of it. They racked 
their brains for a solution of the puzzle. It 
w asn’t solved, however, until Hie young 
newspaper m an arrived. 
A lynching was nearly precipitated by the 
error of a Kansas operator some tim e ago. 
It was only averted by the discovery th at 
there was no one to lynch. A young farm er 
was called away from home for a few days. 
His wife w ent to visit lier brothers in a 
town near by during his absence. The third 
day her husband telegraphed h er: "Big 
ball; m eet me at W ichita tonight.” 
T here W'as to be a dance and h e w anted 
his wife to attend. Tiffs was a splendid 
opportunity for the im p of m ischief who 
causes telegraphic "hulls.” Ho tam pered 
w’itli Hie message so th at when tile farm er’s 
w'ife read it. it said: “Big Bill got m e at 
W ichita tonight.” 
H er instant and very natural conclusion 
was th a t lier husband had either been cap­ 
tured or shot, or both, by a desperado nam ed 
"Big Bill.” Her brothers agreed with lier, 
and Hie whole fam ily and a num ber of 
neighbors, all heavily arm ed, took the first 
tram for W ichita to rescue the husband and 
hang "Big Bill.” The husband was w aiting 
calm ly at Hie station for his wife. 
The vigilance com m ittee dem anded "Big 
Bill.” and were not at all satisfied w ith the 
husband for standing there free and u n ­ 
injured.

severely, because he w asn’t kidnapped, and 
announced th at in th eir opinion he had 
been guilty of rank deception.

It is com ­ 
paratively easy for poor handw riting and 
careless transm ission to change 15 to 50, or 
20 to 30. or 50 to OO. There was a m istake 
of tiffs d iam eter perpetrated in W ashing 
ton some tim e ago. It caused no loss, but 
th at was because/)!' good luck. 
A grocery firm in the capital city sent an 
order to a wholesale house in Baltim ore for 
15 barrels of "A ” sugar. The next m orning 
the grocery firm received a shipping bill 
which contained the inform ation th at 50 
barrels of "A ” sugar had been shipped to 
them "as per order.” 
As tile sugar w ashy th at tim e in W ashing­ 
ton, the firm, having investigated and dis­ 
covered th at the m istake was not theirs, 
notified th e m anager of Hie telegraph office 
th at Hie com pany m ust take tin* extra 35 
barrels off their hands. The m anager told 
the operator who sent tile m essage about 
the notice. 
W hile the responsibility for the blunder, 
as between Hie sender in W ashington and 
the receiver in Baltim ore—it was undoubt­ 
edly the fault of the latter—baa not been 
settled, the W ashington operator, who w as 
of a speculative disposition, requested tile , 
m anager to delay his answer.

He replied th at lie was very m uch obliged 
to them , hut they needn’t trouble them ­ 
selves. The next m orning he sold his sugar 
at a good profit, took the money to the races, 
and lost it.

ALONE ON BOARD. 


M ate Philip Elford at St. Joh n ’s Gives 


D ram atic D escription of the Sinking 


of the St. Pierre Schooner, Sailors' 


Home. 
S t. J o h n s, N. F., Feb. 2.—The following 
account of the loss of the schooner Sailors’ 
Home, while on a voyage from Sydney to 
St. Pierre, is given by M ate Philip E lfo rd : 
“ At 4 a. rn. Dee. 2, it blew a strong gale. I 
was at the helm w hen a very heavy sea 
broke over the ship, w ashing me overboard, 
but, fortunately. I caught the boom tackle, 
and on the next lurch of the schooner I was 
landed again on tho vessel’s deck. A tre­ 
m endous sea then broke over tile ship, car­ 
rying overboard the captain, the cook and 
th e wheel. Not seeing any one on deck. I 
first thought th at 
"I was tile only one left on board. 
“The next m om ent I noticed the cook, 
Benjam in Miles, clinging to one of the 
stern davits, which was hanging in th e 
w ater. He becam e ex (m usted and let go. 
There was no sign of tile captain. I next 
found th at tw o oilier m em bers of the crew 
had saved them selves by clinging to the rig­ 
ging. About m idnight next day the vessel 
struck broadside against a cliff close to 
Miquelon Head. Then one of us jum ped 
ashore 
on 
a 
crag. The 
vessel 
w ent 
off with the sea- but was again hove 
against the cliff, when another of the crew 
jum ped ashore. 
The vessel was aga!n car­ 
ried off with the wave, and again cam e in 
w ith another wave, striking the cliff for the 
third time, when I succeeded in jum ping to 
the (Tag. Thu space on the rock to w hich 
we were clinging was so sm all th at we had 
to hold on to each other to keep from slip­ 
ping down. The schooner bounded off a 
short distance, capsized 
and sank. 
We 
m anaged to reach a fisherm an’s hut, where 
we rem ained for tile n ig h t.”

Ile Had Just Finished a Masterly 


Speech on Laws of Commerce. 


Sketch of the Statesman's Career— 


* His Last Words. 


N ew Y o rk . .Tan, 29.—Secretary W indom 
dropped dead at the annual ('(Inner of the 
board of trade and transportation at Del- 
monico’s, tonight. He had just finished ids 
speech, a few m inutes after IO o’clock, and 
had taken his seat betw een President Snow 
and Secretary Tracy, w hen b efell hack in 
bis chair from an attack of heart discase. 
He was curried from tho room and uied ut 
10.11. 
Dr. Robinson, th e first physician to get to 
the secretary after ilia fall, sqid th at when 
he was carried from the dining hall he was 
practically dead. Five m inutes after tho 


transfer Dr. Robinson said he detected three 
throbs of the h eart at the radial artery. The 
other doctors concurred in the opinion, and 
each stated th at lie had noticed tile same 
throbs which tallied tim death-stroko. 
At 10.30 Secretary of the Navy Tracy 
sent a despatch to th e President, asking 
him to break the news gently to Mrs. W in­ 
dom and h e r two daughters. 
Inquiry am ong the friends of Mr. W indom. 
riotaldy Secretary Tracy, Homer Lee, Col­ 
lector E rhardt aud Private Secretary Hend- 
ley, elicited tho fact that tin' dead cabinet 
m em ber had been .subject to heart disease. 
All agreed, however, th a t lie had never been 
unconscious on previous attacks, although 
he had frequently fainted. 
W hen the sad intelligence was com m uni­ 
cated to President Harrison ut Hie W hite 
House he was greatly distressed. He went 
to the house of the postm aster-general, but 
a few blocks away, w here a cabinet dinner 
had been in progress, and from w hich he 
had returned hut a few m inutes before. 
Mrs. W indom and tier tw o daughters and 
Mrs. Colgate of New York, who is visiting 
them , were am ong those present a t the 
reception. 
The President had a hurried conversation 
w ith Secretaries Blaine and Proctor and the 
postm aster-general, and told them of the 
grief that had befallen them . 
They then privately inform ed Mrs. Col­ 
gate of Mr. W in dom ’a death, and she. w ith­ 
out exciting the suspicion of Mrs. W indom 
and her daughters, succeeded in getting 
them to their carriages and home. 
W hen Mrs. W indom and her daughters 
reached Hie house Mrs. Colgate gently 
broke the dreadful news to the bereaved 
widow and lier daughters. 
Mrs. W indom w as com pletely overcome, 
and had to be assisted to lier cham ber. 
The shock was a terrible one. 
The President and the m embers of his 
cabinet who w ere present extended their 
sym pathies to th e stricken fam ily, and of­ 
fered their services to them . 


R E SU M E O F M R . W IN D O M ’S L IF E . 


Qpjjpijially 
an O hio M an H e A ttained 
H igh H onors in H is A dopted State. 
W illiam W indom , like m any other nota­ 
ble politicians, was originally an "Ohio 
m an,’’ having first seen tho light, May IO, 
1827, in Belm ont county, O.. alm ost on 
the banks of Hie "B eautiful River,” near 
Wheeling. W. Va., not 5o m iles “as the 
crow tiies" from tho birthplace of Jam es G. 
Blaine. His parents were both from Vir­ 
ginia, his paternal grandparents were from 
N orth Carolina and his m aternal grandpa­ 
rents wore P ennsylvania Quakers nam ed 
Spencer. 
He was brought up on a farm. In clear­ 
ing up the "claim ,” splitting rails and chop­ 
p ily firewood, he wielded the axe w ith the 
.lamq agility as our in arty r-nresident. His 
early schooling was defective, but lie a t­ 
tended an academ y at Mt. Vernon, O., for 
several term s and w as adm itted to the liar 
in .1860. Being of a genial disposition and 
possessing some legal ability, he was m ade 
prosecuting attorney for Knox county in 
1832. 
He held the position until 1835, 
when lie rem oved to Minnesota. 
Soon after his arrival in that State lie de­ 
c id e d to m ix politics w ith his law business, 
and very soon becam e a prom inent figure in 
Hie Republican ratiks, and in 18G9 his party 
sent hun to Congress. He served from 1851’ 
to 18(59. two term s as chairm an of tile com­ 
m ittee on Indian affairs. 
In 1871 he wras elected U nited States 
senator and re-elected in 1877. He left the 
Senate to enter President Garfield’s cabinet 
as secretary of the treasury in 1881. and re­ 
signed after Gen. A rthur’s accession. 
In 
the mem orable year 1883 Mr. W indom was 
again a candidate for Hie Senate, and was 
apparently the choice of the Republicans of 
the State, but he w as very bitterly and en ­ 
ergetically opposed by M ark ll. Dunnell, 
m em ber of Congress frpm the first M inne­ 
sota district, who desired the senatorial toga 
for himself. 
In the Republican caucus Mr. \\ in dom re­ 
ceived 88 votes out of the 84 necessary tq a 
choice. Gunnel fought him openly and 
secretly, and the contest was a hitter one. 
Mr. W indom alm ost g etting thereon several 
ballots. Filially, w hen the deadlock had 
continued several days, a conference was 
held by some of the Republicans and the 
line Italian hand of D w ight M. Salon ap­ 
peared. A break was m ade and Salon was 
elected witli a hurrah. 
Mr. Salon was profuse in Ins protestations 
of loyalty to W indom. for whom he had os­ 
tensibly-worked, but W indoru’s friends did 
not hesitate to declare their belief th a t 
Salon had been a shrewd Barkis all tho 
tim e. At any rate Mr. W indom always had 
it in for Salon, and in the senatorial cam ­ 
paign of January, 1889. made his appear­ 
ance at the State capital, was closeted w ith 
Gen. W ashburn and popularly credited 
w ith desiring and aiding in the defeat of 
Salon and the election of W ashburn. 
As a senator Mr. W indom was prom inent 
in connection w ith Ids advocacy oi ra p t. 
Eads* Mississippi jetties, wrote an elaborate 
report as chairm an of a com m ittee on trans­ 
portation, w'as also chairm an of the com ­ 
m ittee on appropriative was the proposer 
of Hie exodus investigation and figured us 
the pronounced opponent of monopolies. 
Ile was always a ldgh-tariff m an, and 
gave especial attention to the problems of 
interstate commerce, cheap transportation 
and tile advancem ent of agricultural in- 


After his defeat for the Senate in 1883, 
Mr. Windom sold his residence in M inne­ 
apolis and m ade Now York city his head­ 
quarters, tieing engaged at the tim e in tile 
promotion of railway and financial schemes. 
Mr. W indom was deeply interested in tim 
Topolobampo railw ay schem e and the Eads 
ship railway. 
* 
His domestic life was a thoroughly happy 
One. Ho leaves surviving him a widow and 
two daughters. N ext to Mrs. Blaine. Mrs. 
Windom is the best known of Hie cabinet 
ladies.

M r. W indom P ictu re d H is Ideal F in a n ­ 
cial System . 
Responding to the toast, "Our country’s 
prosperity dependent upon its instrum ents 
of commerce,” Mr. W indom said: 
I am to speak briefly of the instrum ents 
of commerce, in th eir relation to the w ealth 
and prosperity of Hie country. 'Die sub­ 
ject is very broad, and my tim e very lim ited. 
I shall, therefore, confine my rem arks to 
the two chief instrum entalities of com ­ 


m erce 
transportation 
and 
money. 
A 
nation’s 
wealth 
mid 
prosperity 
are 
usually in proportion to the extent and suc­ 
cess of its commerce? and com m erce itself 
is dependent upon the adequacy and adap­ 
tation of those two essential instrum ents. 
Tile history of all civilized, countries attests 
tim fact th at tile nation l»e«t equipped in 
these respects rapidly booomes tim most 
powerful, tim richest and the m ost prosper­ 
o u s 
, 
Our own country is no exception to tho 
rule. No nation has ever fostered more lib­ 
erally or protected more carefully its inter­ 
nal and coastwise trade th an we have none, 
and Hie resultant m agnitude and prosperity 
of our domestic com m erce is. I believe, 
w ithout a parallel in th e history of tho 
world. We have more m iles of railroad than 
all F.uropc, Asia aud Africa combined. 
Hie 
Boating tonnage of Hie U nited States en­ 
gaged in coastwise com m erce and on our 
lakes and rivers is very far in excess of th a t 
of any 
other nation. O ur 
increase 
of 
wealth from 1870 to 1880, as com pared 
w ith th at of other nations, was: United 
States. 
913.573,481,493; 
G reat 
Britain. 
$3,250,000.000; 
France, 
$1,475,000,000; 
Germ any, $3,625,000,000. 
Our home m arkets in 1880 absorbed five 
tim es as m uch of ou r m anufactured pro­ 
ducts as G reat Britain exported of liers to 
all the m arkets of the world. Contrast 
These <5rand Results 
of our liberally developed dom estic com­ 
merce, operating upon ou r protected in ­ 
dustries, w ith the present sham eful con­ 
dition of our foreign carrying-trade. 
There was a tim e w hen we stood first 
am ong tim nations in shipbuilding and 
G reat Britain alone exceeded us in ix'ean 
tonnage. Once 95 per cent, of our im ports 
and 89 per cent, of our exports w ere carried 
in A m erican bottom s, and our m erchant 
m arine became the boast of every citizen 
and Hie envy of the world. 
Now, so fur 
as foreign trade is concerned, our shipyards 
are com paratively silent, and our flag lilts 
alm ost disappeared from the high seas. Ho 
strong had our position become tinder the 
the protective policy of the first 25 years of 
national life th a t our m erchant m arine 
continued to he prosperous so long os 
woouen vessels were the* only vehicles 
of ocean commerce, and other nations re­ 
frained from heavy subsidies to their ships. 
But w hen wooden vessels began to lie sup­ 
planted by iron steam ers, and European 
governm ents neared their contributions 
into the treasuries of their steam ship com 
ponies, the decadence of American shipping 
began and has continued ever since. 
In my judgm ent tim rem edy is plain and 
easily applied. If we would 
Retrain Our I.list Prestige, 
reinstate our flag upon the ocean, and open 
tile m arkets of Hie world to American pro­ 
ducers. we m ust m ake the contest w ith th e 
sam e weapons which have proved so suc­ 
cessful in the hands of our rivals. 
T he folly and danger of deptfinling on our 
com petitors for the m eans of reaching com 
petitive m arkets cannot he expressed. Sup­ 
pose that for 2f 'm ars we had given $5,000,- 
000 a year in aid of our foreign shipping, 
and reduced by that am ount the prepayment 
of our bonded debt, should w e not have 
been far better ort than we are now? 
Shall we give th at protection and support 
to our foreign m erchant m arine th at other 
nations give to theirs and which we freely 
give to all other great interests. ar shall we 
accept us inevitable our present sham eful 
position? 
I regret to say that the uniform record of 
indifference, if not actual hostility, during 
the past 5(» years affords little reason for 
encouragem ent. 
In fact, the tendency of 
late has been to surrender to foreigners 
even our domestic commerce, rath er than 
to assert ourselves upon the ocean. Dis­ 
crim inations of Hie m ost astonishing ch ar­ 
acter have been m ade both bv ( ‘engross and 
the treasury regulations in favor of Cana­ 
dian railroad lines and steam ships against 
our own. 
Presidents of 
the U nited States have 
repeatedly expressed the national hum ilia­ 
tion and appealed to Congress for action in 
behalf of our rapidly vanishing m erchant 
m arine, but thus far their words have fallen 
upon deaf ears, lait us hope th at the urgent 
appeals of President H arrison on this sub­ 
ject may bear fruit in some well-devised 
m easure of protection ana encouragem ent. 
It is as essential to com m erce th at the cur­ 
rency witli which it is conducted he adapted 
both in quantity and quality to the w ants 
of trade as th at vehicles o f transportation 
should 
be 
adapted 
to their purposes. 
lf tim circulation be deficient trade is 
crippled, prices fall, obligations are dis­ 
honored, distrust is created, and commercial 
panic and disaster ensue, lf, on the other 
hand, circulation bo redundant, prices be­ 
come tem porarily inflated, wild specula­ 
tions arn stim ulated, debts are recklessly 
contracted, credit is dangerously expanded, 
and for a tim e trade scorns to float, upon tile 
high tide, of .success when, suddenly, tile 
failure of some largo firm or banking bouse 
discloses the true situation and Hie entire 
fabric of fictitious prosperity falls w ith a 
crash even more disastrous than can be pro­ 
duced by deficient circulation. 
The ideal financial system would he otto 
th at should tu n ii sh just enough of abso­ 
lutely sound currency to m eet the legiti­ 
m ate w ants of trade and no m ore; ami that 
should have enough elasticity of volume to 
adjust itself to the varying necessities of 
the 
people. 
I 
know 
t w seem s diffi- 
<wHt of attainm ent, bbt ' L 'b eliev e it is 
substantially possible. Gould sucli a circu ­ 
lating m edium lie secured the gravest com­ 
m ercial disasters w hich threaten our future 
m ight he avoided, These disasters have 
alwavs come w hen unusual activity in busi­ 
ness has caused an abnorm al dem and for 
money, as in the autum n, for the move­ 
m ent of our im m ense crops. There will 
alw ays lie great danger a t those tim es under 
any cast iron system of currency, such as 
we now have. Had it not been for the 
peculiar conditions 
w hich 
enabled the 
United States treasury to disburse over 
$75,000,(500 
in about 
two and a half 
m onths last autum n. 
I arn firm ly con 
vineed 
th at 
the stringency in August 
mid Septem ber would have resulted 
in 
widespread financial m in. Isike com m er­ 
cial conditions will frequently occur, but it 
is not at aW probable tha’t they can he en 
countered and their consequences averted 
by J ike action of the governm ent: nor is it 
desirable th at such power should be lodged 
w ith the secretary ot tin* treasury. 
I am thoroughly convinced that a better 
m ethod can be devised w hich will, in a large 
degree, place tile power of expansion and 
contraction in the hands of the people 
them selves. The opportunity far securing 
such a currency m ay ne found in our bonded 
debt, which should, in my judgm ent, be in 
part exchanged 
For Interconvertible Bonds, 
bearing u low rate of interest, and always 
kvterebangable for money at th e will of Hie 
bolder. Of course I cannot now enter upon 
an argum ent on this subject, but I may 
lie excused for briefly m entioning tho 
only 
objection 
I 
have 
ever 
heard 
to the plan w hich has any apparent weight, 
viz.: T h at i t would cause an outflow of 
money from tile treasury w hen speculations 
run high, and an inflow in tim es of th reat­ 
ened panic, am i would therefore tend to 
“Inflate inflation and contract contraction.” 
This objection was conclusively answered, 
and tho policy trium phantly vindicated iii 
18(12 and 18(13 under Hie adm inistration of 
Salmon P. Chose, who was one of the ablest 
secretaries of the treasury’ we (lave ever 
had. Mr. Chase had urged and Congress 
had authorized w hat he called tile "savings 
hank of Hie people,” whereby they could 
deposit in the treasury up to the lim it of 
$100.000,OGG, and receive an interconverti­ 
ble bond, drawing not more than 5 per emit. 
interest, which bond was again convertible 
m to ca si I at tim will of tile bolder on Jo 
days’ notice. It is well known that the year 
1802 and Hie first half of 1863 was a period 
of most active speculation, and yet those 
deposits continually increased until, on 
.lune 30.18(53. they had overrun the lim it, 
and am ounted to $104,984,102. 
In August and Septem ber of 1863, the un­ 
usual activity of business had placed tho 
country in the same condition it was last 
autum n. 
A 
severe 
stringency set 
iii 
and panic 
was 
threatened. 
Did 
this 
vast 
deposit 
of 
over 
$100,000. Goo 
rem ain in safe hiding, and thereby intensify 
Hie stringency? 
E xactly th e reverse oc­ 
curred. At tim tim e w hen it was argued 
th a t everybody would avail him self of 
this

hoarding 
m oney, 
and 
draw 
4 
and 
5 
per 
cent. 
interest 
on 
it 
until the storm should pass. the money ac­ 
tually flowed out a t the rate of m illions a 
day, until on Dec. I, 1863* $59,427,000 bad 
come out to the relief of business, and a 
com m ercial crisis had been thereby averted. 
1 com m end this item of history as of more 
value than any theory. 
The quality' of circulation is even more 
im portant than the quantity. 
Numerous 
devices for enlarging credit may-, and often 
do, avert tile evils of a deficient circulation; 
and a redundancy m ay som etim es modify 
its own evils before their results become 
universal, but for th e baneful effects of a 
debased and fluctuating currency tiiere is 
no remedy, except by tim costly and diffi­ 
cult return to sound money. As poison in 
the blood perm eates arteries, veins, nerves, 
brain and heart, and speedily brings par­ 
alysis or death, so does a debased 
Or Fluctuating Currency 
perm eate all the arteries of trade, paralyze 
all kinds of business, and bring disaster to 
all classes of people. 
It 
is 
as 
impossible 
for 
commerce 
to flourish w ith 
such 
an 
instrum ent, 
as it is for tile hum an body to grow 
stroiig and vigorous w ith a deadly poison 
lurking in the blood, (such a currency is 
bad enough in dom estic trade, but it is 
absolutely fatal to tile prosperity of ioreign 
commerce. Tim nation ti tat attem pts to 
conduct its foreign trade witli a currency of 
uncertain value, or of inferior quality, is 
placed at a fearful disadvantage. 
It would seem superfluous to impress this 
universal and well-known experience were 
it not so apparent th at this nation has been 
in danger of repeating thecostly experim ent 
w ith just such a currency. The tendency 
of

of danger created thereby lins caused the 
loss, since Dec. I .of over $34,000,000 of gold 
from th e treasury and of probably a much

Im hon ii its evil effects will soon disappear. 
The * sober second thought” of the people 
Is asserting itself aa usual, and signal lights 
of safety are here and there Imcoiniug 
visible. 
Believing that there is not enough of 
either gold or silver in the world to m eet 
the necessities of business, I ain an earnest 
hi-mei alist, aud concede to no one a stronger 
desire than I feel for the free and unlim ited 
coinage of silver as soon as conditions can 
lie reached through international agree­ 
m ent or otherwise, by which such coin­ 
age 
shalt 
ho 
safe. 
But 
it 
is 
my 
firm 
conviction 
that 
for 
tins 
coun­ 
try 
to 
enter 
upon 
th a t 
experim ent 
now, and under existing conditions, would 
be extrem ely disastrous, and that it would 
result, not in ni-uietalism, hut in silver 
mom sm etalisin. Such an exim rim ent would, 
in my judgm ent, prove a greater disap­ 
pointm ent to its advocates than to anyone 
else. They insist that it would expand the 
circulation, and perm anently enhance the 
value of silver. I believe it would product' 
a swift and severe contraction, ami event­ 
ually reduce the m arket value of silv er. 
"Let inc briefly suggest som e of my reasons 
for this. 
Free and unlim ited coinage of 
silver by the United States while tho other 
great nations pursue an opposite policy 
would invite all the owners of th at m etal 
throughout the world to exchange 371’ * 
grains of pure silver, worth about 83 cents, 
for 23.22 grains of pure gold, worth every­ 
where IOO cents. Nearly all the nations of 
Europe are anxious to exchange their silver 
for gold, and they would at once accept so 
tem pting an offer. 
T he m int statistics 
of the Treasury Departm ent show that 
Hie stock of full legal tender silver, in 
Europe, 
am ounts to $1,1 OI,400.000, and 
th at of tim am ount the banks of France, 
Germany, 
Austro-Mungary, 
Tho N ether­ 
lands and Belgium hold $428,860,6(55. A 
large part of these vast stocks of silver 
would he ready for transfer to us at once, 
and the swiftest steam ers would Im em ­ 
ployed to deliver it to the treasury, iii order 
that with the proceeds the owners m ight 
buy gold exchange on Europe, before our 
stock of gold should lie exhausted. 
"W ould our own people await the arrival 
of these silver argosies from Europe before 
acting? Not tittles* the Yankee has lost Ids 
"scent of dangerand forgotten his cunning.” 
Bunk 
depositors, trust 
companies. 
Hie 
holders of United States notes and gold 
certificates would lock up all the gold at 
command, aud then 
•loin tile F a ille-In sp ire d 
procession to the treasury, each and all 
anxious to he 
in tim e to grasp 
the

late. 
Probably 
before 
the 
sw iftest 
ocean 
greyhound could 
land its silver cargo 
at New York tho last gold dollar w ithin 
rea< li would bo safely hidden away 
in 
private boxes, and in the vaults of safe de­ 
posit companies to be brought out only by a 
nigh premium for exportation. This sudden 
retirem ent of $600,000,000 of gold w ith ac­ 
companying panic would cause contraction 
and 
comme rein I 
disaster 
unparalleled 
in 
hum an 
experience; 
aud 
our 
country would 
at 
once stop down to 
the 
silver 
basis, 
w hen 
there 
would 
be 
no 
longer 
any 
inducem ent 
for 
coinage, and stiver dollars would sink to 
their bullion value. W hen the silver dollar 
ceases to have more value than the bullion 
it contains, there will he little inducem ent 
to coin our own silver, and the cost of trans­ 
portation will 
prevent it com ing from 
abroad. 
"How then will unlim ited colnage either 
expand the circulation 
or enhance the 
value of silver? As if determ ined to om it 
nothing which m ight accelerate these re­ 
sults the advocates of present free coinage 
insist that it shall not aw ait th e slow pro­ 
cess of m int operations, but th at the printing 
press shall he set to work providing certifi­ 
cates to be issued for silver bullion at one 
dollar for 3711 * grains. W hen this con­ 
sum m ation shall be reached, as surely it 
will be if unlim ited coinage be adopted 
under existing conditions, the two ardent 
and im petuous lovers will sadly realize tho 
truth uttered by the wise king of Israel: 
‘He th at loveth silver shall not do satisfied 
with silver.’ 
"Mr. President aud gentlem en,my subject 
has tem pted mu to impose upon your 
patience, I will close by merely calling 
jo u r attention to one other thing which I 
deem very im portant lint Ii to our com ­ 
m ercial and financial interest, viz.: The 
passage 
of the 
hill 
now 
pending in 
congress for 
the establishm ent of an 
international 
hank 
to 
facilitate 
our 
exchanges 
w ith 
Mexico 
and 
Central 
and South America. New York is destined. 
at no distant day, to become tim financial 
us well us the com m ercial centre of the 
world, and such un institution would, in my 
judgm ent, be a long step toward that end, 
as well as a m ost valuable instrum entality 
for the promotion of com m erce w ith those 
countries. 
"Give us direct and am ple transportation 
facilities under the American flag and con­ 
trolled by American citizens; a currency 
sound in quality and am ple in quantity; an 
international baulk to facilitate exchanges, 
and a system of reciprocity carefully ad­ 
justed 
within 
tho lines of protection, 
ami not only will oui foreign commerce 
again invade every sea, butevery American 
industry will be quickened, and our whole 
people feel Hie impulse of a new aud endur­ 
ing prosperity.”

"T he East is far too optim istic as to the 
effect of the recent Mormon m anifesto. 
"Polygam y is not abolished! 
"Supposing it was uttolisheil, tiiere are 
still sufficient reasons for keeping U tah out 
the Union. 
"W e read th a t tile Mormon priesthood has 
had a new revelation. Don’t ne misled. 
“ You think it is past m idnight in Utah, 
aud so do I if we cease to take a hood­ 
winked view of Hie situation.” 
"B ut tho situation.” said Rev. Joseph 
Cook, "is quite as startlingly wicked as ever. 
“The text of the Mormon m anifesto only 
advises, hut does not com m and, that po­ 
lygamous m arriages be discontinued. 
It 
(foes not even advise th at th e m arriages 
that now exist be abolished. It only advises 
th at tho laws lie obeyed, and m eans those 
laws which will become null and inoper­ 
ative the m om ent U tah is adm itted to state­ 
hood. 
Tho lecturer reviewed tile decision of 
Judge Anderson, who declares that the 
m anifesto is art fully worded, and announces 
no change in tho doctrine of the church. 
U tah hasn’t repealed lier test oaths. 
The only law operative in U tah against 
polygamy is in the acts of Congress, and 
they will become inoperative if the T erri­ 
tory becomes a State, and tin* Latter-Day 
Saints will then be able to fram e their own 
legislation. 
"It is said th at when U tah becomes a 
State tilings will change apd everything 
will be all right; when the heavens fall we 
shall catch larks.” 
The lecturer quoted a prom inent Demo­ 
crat as saying that if his party got the power 
Utah would surely be adm itted, and he 
said he was afraid that there were Republi­ 
cans as well as Dem ocrats who would look 
only to partisan interests in the m atter. 
Some religious papers were saying that 
now polygamy was renounced, as 
they 
seemed to lielieve it 
was, the Mormon 
church ought to he treated w ith as much 
consideration as the M ethodists or Presby­ 
terians or affy other denom inations. 
"T reat the Mormons, who tak e their en ­ 
dowm ent households, as you do these de­ 
nom inations! The proposition is a proof of 
a very superficial knowledge of tile situa­ 
tion. 
To prove th a t the doctrine of polygamy 
has not departed. Mr. Cook read advertise­ 
m ents in Mormon papers of church publica­ 
tions defending plural m arriages, 
and 
quoted from tho church hym nal averse 
about 
lUcRning the wife who strives 
To help her husband to a dozen wives, 
"Blessed are good wives and lucky tile 
m an who tuns his quiver full of them ” is 
their doctrine. 
"A men who practices or 
cham pions 
polygam y,” said Rev. Joseph Cook, "is to 
me loathes!ane from scalp to heel, and no 
better than a beast; and yet Congress for 
years has been firing at their stronghold 
little more than paper pellets. 
"It lies with you, the C hristians of the 
land, to exterm inate this barbarism in tile 
Republic.” 
To prove the prevalence of polygam y it 
was stated on the testim ony of I lilted 
States m arshals th at there had been more 
arrests for polygamy since the m anifesto 
than before. 
Mrs. Cook had interview’od some of the 
leading ladies of Salt Lake City, and am ong 
Hie expressions she heard was one from a 
young 
wom an who had ju st graduated 
from the university ut Ann Arbor, who 
said a model household should have a hus­ 
band and three wives, one of a domestic 
turn of m ind, another a literary woman, 
and 
a 
third 
who 
should 
have 
the social elem ent of lier character largely 
developed. Young Mormoiidoui. the new 
generation th at has been educated under 
Hie priesthood, is more dangerous than the 
old. 
• "Mormon endow m ent households are so 
treasonable,” said Rev. Mr. Cook, "that

"Dem ocrat* are on tho alert to capture 
the presidency iii 1892, aud they are, I 
think, more hopeful than the facts seem 
to w arra n t; iud there is a strong necessity 
for w atching 11 ah. 
"Keep lier out until Hie gentiles tire in a 
m ajority. 
"Keep Congress inform ed of the true situ­ 
ation. 
"Be jealous of all advance the Mormons’ 
cause may m ake in W ashington. 
"Support schools am ong them . 
"Do not sell them nubile lands. 
"Exclude alien Mormons from 
citizen­ 
ship. 
“( ’olonize the Territory. 
"Bass a 
constitutional 
am endm ent to 
abolish polygamy. 
"E xecute the existing laws.” 
Mr. Cook introduced Rev. 
Bherbonrne 
M atthews, who wont over the ground in 
a brief address, to show tho fraudulent 
character of Mormonism. It was shown, lit* 
said, iii tile beginning by Brigham Young, 
born to he the most consum m ate bur on Hie 
face of the e a rth ; secondly, iii the teachings 
of th e ch u rch : third, in its intellectual and 
social fruits. For exam ple, this is found in 
a Mormon hym nal : 
There WMS a little lassie 
Ami lier name wa* Liessie Fair; 
Her mother said she was naughty, 
lint she wouldn’t bans hor hair. 
"W hat shall we say of a religion,” asked 
tho speaker, “which teaches tho relation* it 
does -between the Lord and m ortals, rela­ 
tions th at cannot be told?” 
Rev. Joseph Cook announced that next 
Monday he would introduce a resolution on 
M ormonism, approving the 
decision 
of 
Judge Anderson, which could he found on 
sale in Mr. Cook s m agazine a t the door. 
A collection was taken w itll the under­ 
standing th a t it was simply to pay ex­ 
penses. 
T he doxology was sung. 
Rev. Mr. Cook began the first of a series of 
six lectures op "T he F ruitful Faith of All 
Ages.” 
A new feature would be a biographical 
aspect of the subject to be introduced in 
each lecture. 
"T he keynote of fruitful faith is Hie im ­ 
m ediate surrender 
to the 
self-evident. 
Self-evident truths are in th e region of the 
intellect and of the conscience. 
"Jn an age 
saturated 
w ith 
scientific 
m ethods it. is necessary to begin all rea­ 
soning w ith axiom atic truths. 
"T he keynote of fruitful faith is also at- 
testcd by tim e and revelation. 
"Self-evidence is atesto f divine authority. 
“ Any religion th a t is to bist m ust har­ 
monize itself with m an’s fundam ental priv­ 
ileges. 
"On Longfellow’s tom b is the simple in­ 
scription, ‘Rex. Lex. Dux. L ux,’ all m eeting 
at Hie centre and all surrounded bv a circle. 
"Bex m eans rex—the natural law m eans 
God. 
Does not lux mean dux? Where 
there is light or self-evident truth, have we 
not the self-revelation of God? T he circle 
around those four words represents the 
u nity of a!! religious tru th .” 
Rev’. Mr. Cook held the attention of a 
crowded first gallery and a house half full 
above 
ami below by an exposition of 
the doctrine of everlasting punishm ent, 
the need of a flow life and vicarious 
atonem ent. 
He dw elt upon 
tho 
pos­ 
sibility 
and necessity 
of obtaining 
a 
final 
perm anence 
of 
character, 
and 
the need of divine help for one who through 
the unchanging bent of an evil disposition 
tai is into s n . 
In tile course of his address he spoke of 
Spiritualism , winch he considered to bo 
nine-tenths fraud. Of the other tenth, he 
believed either th a t the devil was iii it or 
th a t there w as nothing in it. 
"T he great tru th s of Hie Scriptures,” lie 
declared, "are not debatable. 
I insist that 
w hat isindispens*bl»in theology was known 
to our forefather*.”

Of course you get it. 
But today, and for a hundred years back,

illustrious secretary of the treasury of the 
United States. 
Now there are tw o points of view from 
which to regard these apparently untim ely 
takings off.

Now, obviously it m akes a very great dif­ 
ference to the m an him self w hether lie dies 
painlessly and w ithout a m om ent’s notice, 
or w hether he suffers long days, m onths, 
years, som etim es upon a bed never visited 
by sleep, w here the m om ents seem hours 
and the hours stretch their unhappy details 
into ages. It seem s to me th at looking from 
one’s own point, of view there could not be 
a possibility of a desire for such a death 
when in a m om ent, in the tw inkling of an 
eye, this life can end and the m ystery 
begin. It is desirable th at all m en should 
have their affairs in such order th a t they 
can take a trip across the A tlantic, or across 
the unknow n sea, at a second’s notice, and, 
by the way, pertinent to this thought is this 
conception 
of universal 
dutg. 
I have 
known fam ilies plunged into th e grief of 
desolation by the sudden death of father, 
husband and protector, to whom cam e a 
very Hood of em barrassm ent and annoy­ 
ance, and often litigation, because, prior to 
his death,tile m an had m ade no schedule of 
his assets, no indication of his desire of 
their disposition; nobody knew w hat he 
had, nobody knew w hat he owed, nobody 
knew w hether he had left a will or not. 


N obody K n e w , 


if he had. w here the docum ent was. I have 
in m y m ind the case of a m an whose fam ily 
thought they would find in his safe evi­ 
dences of ownership to large values, but 
when the safe was opened nothing was 
there to he fouiid. and to this day it is a 
question w hether the safe had not been 
tam pered w ith and its contents abstracted. 
Now, suppose th a t the m an had confided 
either to his wife, to his friend or his lawyer 
a list of his ownings, a schedule of his assets, 
and even if he had m ade no will he could at 
least have indicated iii general term s his 
desire as to the disposition of his effects, 
No m an has a right to m arry, to beget chil­ 
dren, and then, coward-like, depart, will­ 
ingly or unw illingly as the case m ay be. 
leaving them in the dark. This is a splen­ 
did opportunity to m ake a vivid and an 
earnest plea in behalf of women and chil­ 
dren. and to urge every m an, particularly 
those who are on the threshold of m an’s 
endeavor, to m ake com paratively easy the 
future, desolate at tho best, disappointing 
at the best, heart-crushing at the hest, of 
those he loaves behind him by some insur­ 
ing of his life. 
T here are a half-dozen ways, aud none of 
them very expensive. 
Many m en say, “I can’t afford it.” Can’t 
afford it w hen you can afford cigars, and 
drinks, and theatres, and balls, and occa­ 
sional drives, hut you can’t afford to look 
ahead IO years—a IO years w hich m ay be 
cut down to IO seconds, and th at in the in­ 
terest of those whose lives would never 
have begun it ad it not been for you, and 
whose care aud com fort and protection, 
when you are gone, should be a thought 
even m ore sacred than their care and pro­ 
tection and comfort while you live. 


B u t. T ass AH T h a t. 


Now look at it from tho point of view of 
tho fam ily and tho friends, and judge as to 
which of the two is preferable—ti lingering 
and painful illness preceding death, or a 
quick taking off, like tliut of Mr. VVindom. 
It stands to reason th at tile first shock of 
a sudden death Is trem endous, but as action 
and reaction are even, it also stands to rea­ 
son th a t after tile first violence is over thero 
will come a com paratively grateful reaction, 
w hich in tu rn will give way to th e norm al 
feeling of bereavem ent and distress. 
Noxv, I don’t care how m uch you love 
your friend, or w hat relationship ho sus­ 
tains to you, w hether he is your husband, 
or your father, or your brother, or your 
child, nature is nature all the world over, 
and it stands to reason th at one wearies 
after a w hile of protracted nursing. 
A 
friend of m ine was very ill for m any 
m onths, and the daily answ er to inquiry as 
to his condition was, “W ell, lie’s about the 
sam e." The monotony of this was at first 
dreary, after a while there was an elem ent 
of com icality about it, so th at w hen the end 
cam e, and death was announced, the relief 
from th a t stereotyped response th a t he was 
about th e sam e was positive and appreci­ 
able. I have known m any very sick people, 
and I 
have known their relatives and 
friends to be all that a m ost loving nature 
could desire, hut it would ho absurd and 
false to deny th at th e lonjj strain, th a t the 
unrelieved tension necessitated by daily, 
nightly w atching and tending, and nursing, 
and caring, added to the anxiety and the 
apprehension and the honest grief, were too 
m uch to he borne patiently, and doubtless 
in 
the 
m ajority of instances, 
w ithout 
com plaint. 


So, S u d d en D eath is P re fe ra b le . 


It is preferable for the m an who dies, 
because it spares him pain, it saves him the 
constant thought of w hat a burdeu he is to 
other people, lf he is a m an in hum ble cir 
cum stances and has his life insured, a long 
fit of sickness m eans to him , first, wonder as 
to how his fam ily is to be supported during 
his illness, and, second, th at terrible dread 
of being unable to m eet the prem ium s upou 
his policy when they are due. 
W hereas, if 
he dies quickly, he is spited, as I say, the 
pain ; second, tile annoyance of feeling th at 
he is a b u rd en ; and, third, leaves a some­ 
thing to his family, with which to keep not 
alone th e wolves hu t the creditors from the 
door. 
And, as we see from the other stand­ 
point, it is preferable, because one’s family, 
tarnished for w ant of fresh air, enfeebled ljy 
loss of sleep, worn to the very hone, by a 
continuity of anxiety and of w atcning. are 
in no condition to m eet the terrible disaster 
of the final separation of one beloved. 
But let us take a case iii point. 
Let us look at Mr. W indom, and judge 
w hether for his own sake, were he perm it­ 
ted to m ake a selfish choice, it would not 
lia vc been the wiser course for him to choose 
a sudden death. He .suffered no pain, he 
left w ithout a struggle. Tile rest is w ith a 
power utterly unapproachable, utterly non- 
understandable, m ysterious, v u t and en­ 
tirely responsible to itself for the future. 
Ergo, Mr. W indom ,like everybody else dead, 


I cum stances, the bud of prom ise w ithin 
hurst its casem ents, and in the efflorescence 
of his early m anhood he gave rich promise 
of the glorious harvest w hich in later years 
he so easily gathered. There never was a 
better illustration of th e possibility for 
men in this country than his career. Step 
by step his nature always m anly, chivalric, 
unassum ing, 
yet 
am bitious, 
developed 
along higher paths. Each year found him 
better, nobler, more influential 
in 
the 
sphere in w hich he chose to work. He 
early attracted the attention of the men of 
the nation, and the State w hich honored 
him for so m any 
years 
was proud in­ 
deed w hen he was selected once and 
once 
again 
to sit 
in 
the responsible 
chair 
ot 
th a t 
great 
trem endous 
de­ 
partm ent of finance. He teas honesty it­ 
self. He was probity personified. He was 
always a m an and, therefore, ever a gentle­ 
man. He was respected by those who knew 
him best. lie w as lpved by those w ho were 
m ost intim ate w ith him . Those occupying 
subordinate positions in his departm ent say 
th a t 
never was more considerate supe­ 
rior. His selection to speak at the signifi­ 
cant dinner or banquetgiven in Delm onico’s 
exquisite resort showed th at the m oneyed. 
people of New York w anted m uch to listen 
to hts views on the all absorbing question 
of the day. He sat in the chief place, on 
this occasion, and lie was m ade m uch of by 
the presiding officer and by those, im m edi­ 
ately associated w ith him . His rising was 
a signal for a welcome as honest and cor­ 
dial as it was uproarious ami resounding. 
His 
M a n n e r, A lw ay* In te re s tin g . 
was, on th!* occasion, particularly enthusi­ 
astic. His oratory was not of a high rhetor­ 
ical order, b u tlt was clean-cut, incisive, per­ 
suasive. never Hagging in interest. It was 
at this tim e winged for higher flights.and his 
sentences were m odulated and form ulated so 
as to suit not only the action but the them e. 
Then cam e the end. 
And w hat a glorious end! 
Millions of people today know 'W tndom’s 
nam e and history who had never heard of 
him , save perfunctorily as secretary of the 
treasury. Today they not only know his 
nam e, but they know his story, I am free 
to say th a t I never took stock in a political 
idea advanced by him years ago in the Sen­ 
ate. nam ely, th at the solution of the negro 
problem would be found in their rem oval as a 
body from the Southern States to some W est­ 
ern Territory. You see how this acts w ith 
the Indians. It would appear to be a subtle 
way of killing them off. a kind of assassina­ 
tion policy. B ut Mr. W indom was honest 
in believing th a t by elim inating th at factor 
from the South, m uch of the hate and tile 
rancor and the bitterness of tile race con­ 
test would he spared. Of course it was im ­ 
practicable, and never attem pted. For all 
th at it was an original idea, and m en with 
a n im a l ideas wore as scarce th e n -as they 
did now. I don’t desire nor intend, how­ 
ever, to bo diverted front th e point made, 
which is th a t as for the m an him self his 
sudden death was a desideratum . So for 
hi# fam e it was tin im pulse and im petus to 
a w ider horizon th an w ould have been 
reached 
H ad Me D ied In n D iffe re n t W ay, 
and at a different tim e. All the circum 
stances are to bo taken into consideration 
when looking at the effect upon his subse­ 
quent reputation. He will be forever known 
as the secretary of the treasury who. having 
ended a particularly brilliant speech, on a 
peculiarly noted occasion, sank dead in tile 
presence of the guests and the banqueters. 
Look at Lincoln. 
I presum e Mr. Lincoln suffered no pain. 
His death was amidon in both senses, that 
is. it was violent and it watt Instantaneous 
(rom a condition of perfect health. Not 
th at A braham Lincoln would not forever be 
know n in history, yes! th a t he would for­ 
ever he known as the first Republican pres­ 
ident. yes! th at he would e.l ways be fecal led 
as the m an whose proclam ation freed 4,000,- 
000 of people from perpetual slavery, yes; 
hut do you m ean to tell mo ti tat the word 
which was flashed over the _ world on the 
m orning of Saturday, April IO, 1805, and 
which (astoned hint for all tim e in the 
public m em ory as tho m artyr president, did 
not do more to m ake him a conspicuous 
figure in the history of tho world than all 
cise done or said? No argum ent is needed 
to show th a t while, if Mr. Lincoln had been 
consulted, lie would doubtless have pre­ 
ferred to live, so far as the m an himself is 
concerned, the quick, sudden death was 
to him a blessing, aud tile m anner, kind and 
occasion of his assassination was a rounding 
out of historic fame such as nothing else 
could have given him. 
Louie a t G arfield . 
My own belief is th at, big-hearted and 
good-liearted as Garfield was, he was on the 
verge of m istakes so great and acts so 
traversing the understandings he had had 
w ith his friends prior to his election, tiiat 
the succeeding years in his term as president 
would have been extrem ely unfortunate 
for him as a statesm an, a politician and a 
man. 
All quarrels, all m isunderstandings, all 
bickerings were blown away w ith the curl­ 
ing smoke from tim assassin’s pistol. 
See how Garfield suffered. 
The poor m an wasted, you remember, at 
Long Branch, dying by in d ies as it were 
praying th at ho m ight ho taken away if suf­ 
fering like th at was to ne his long continued 
lot. As betw een the tw o—L incoln’s almost 
im m ediate death and G arfield’s lingering, 
lingering agony—which would you prefer? 
Yet, th a t death, lingering as it was, was 
sudden in the sense of violent, and it was 
sudden so far as tho case was concerned, 
and is a fair text for the further illustration 
01 niy theory th at being taken away at a 
peculiar tim e and under unique circum ­ 
stances adds much to the reputation and 
fam e of tile one affected chiefly. 
B ut there is another thought. 
And th at? 
And th a t is, th a t this certain visitor, 
D eath, has a habit of com ing to people 


L ik e it T h ie f in th e N ig h t, 


and it is a good thing to have your lamps 
trim m ed and burning ready for the journey. 
So set your house in order; if you own 
anything, say so; if you don’t w ant to m ake 
a will, w rite a letter; leave it in your little 
tin box. 
or w herever, 
so 
that 
those 
left behind you won’t be deceived 
in 
w hat to do and w here to go. to whom to 
turn. It is had enough, I should think, to 
be a widow, had enough to be w ithout a 
father or husband, hut tolutve iii addition to 
th a t the worry as to the late lam ented’s prop­ 
erty, debts, assets, liabilities—well, it isn’t 
tile squaie thing. I never thought of it be­ 
fore. but it strikes me now th at it is a good 
tiling to do, ami I am going to do it. I 
have always found it m uch easier to preach 
th an to practice. 
But, using Mr. W in­ 
dom as an 
illustration 
again, suppose 
th a t lie,in the prim e of m anhood, obviously, 
though not really, a 
thoroughly hearty, 
strong and sturdy m an. with presum ably 
vears of intellectual industry and honora­ 
ble activity before him , had come to New 
York to m ake this great speech, leaving his 
affairs in confusion, w ith fto m em orandum 
as to his effects, no suggestions as to w hat 
should be done in case of his death, don’t 
you see at once, how additionally em bar­ 
rassing affairs would he? W hile, on the 
other hand. if. as I don’t doubt was t lie 
case, for he was a most m ethodical man, his 
executors found everything in apple-pie or­ 
der so th a t nothing rem ains to he done ex­ 
cept to carry into effect affectionately and 
in a business-like m anner his desires, how 
m uch better, how much nicer, how m uch 
more in line w ith the duty of a m an who ap­ 
preciates and who feels (tis responsibility, 
and is sensitive about causing annoyance, 
trouble and em barrassm ent to those he 
loves. 
Of course you accept the theory. 
How about the practice? 
H o w a r d .

Senator Ingalls, John Jam es by nam e 
who was defeated yesterday for re-election, 
to the U nited States Senate, although allied 
to Hie W est by fame is by no m eans w ithout 
a strong E astern attachm ent. 
He was 
bom in M iddleton, Ma,ss., Dec. 2!*, 18.13. 
At the age of 22 ho found him self a full- 
fledged college graduate, w ith W illiam s as 
his alm a m ater. This was in 1855. He was 
adm itted 
to 
the 
bar 
tw o 
years 
later and in 1858 moved to Kansas. Here, 
in a little town above Atchison, he hung 
out 
his 
shingle, hut though a strug­ 
gling law yer in the first 
years 
of his 
legal 
life, 
it 
was 
not 
long 
before 
his 
genius 
began 
to 
assert 
itself, 
He attended strictly to business and paid 
little or no attention to society or his m any 
adm irers of the opposite sex. T here was, 
however, som ew hat of the rom antic in his 
courtship and m arriage later on. 
One day he was asked to he groom sm an 
at a friend’s w edding, and w hile so acting 
lie saw th a t one of the bridesm aids was ex­ 
ceedingly fair. She was introduced to him as 
Miss Anna Cheeseborough, and he learned 
that she was the daughter of a New York 
m erchant who had come to Atchison to live. 
In com pany w ith her he journeyed for a 
day w ith the new bride and groom, and 
Cupid got in his work to such an extent 
th at the two separated each in love w ith 
the other. 
Ingalls m ade arrangem ents to call, and 
after a short courtship he popped the ques­ 
tion and received an acceptable answer. 
He was a candidate for State senator at that 
tim e, and it was a curious th in g th at his 
ather-ln-law was running for 
Miss Cheeseborough bad 
to stand the fires of the friends of her lover 
and her fattier, but young Ingalls won, ana, 
as Mrs. Ingalls says, “My sins were forgiven, 
and my father consented to m y m arrying 
his political rival." 
Senator Ingalls, a t a very early period in 
life, 
D isp lay ed a R e m a rk a b le P o w e r 
in speaking. Indeed, it is said of him that 
he can intensify hatred until fille blood of 
his hearers boils like a cauldron over the 
flames. H e can sway his audience to such 
thoughts of vengeance or love as few other 
men can. 
This power of oratory soon brought him 
into prom inence in 
the W est. 
Indeed 
lie had 
been 
in 
his 
new hom e hut 
a single year w hen he w as sent as a 
delegate to the W yandotte constitutional 
convention, and was a leader am ong those 
by whom slavery was excluded from the 
territory. H e w as secretary of the territorial 
council in 1800, and w hen K ansas was ad­ 
m itted into the Union lie w as m ade secre­ 
tary of th e State Senate. 
Ingalls’ first practice in K ansas was re­ 
tarded by tho pro-slavery m en. 
They re­ 
fused to let him access to the records of the 
court, and he had to fight every inch of his 
progress. He early m ade reputation as a 
speaker, and atone tim e,w hen he was hilled ' 
to m ake a speech in front of th e Massasoit 
House, in Atchison, a party of border ruf­ 
fians w arned him not to speak. They had 
pistols in their belts and a rope in their 
hands, and they swore they would hang 
him if he carried out his intention of de­ 
nouncing them . He replied: 
“I have an appointm ent to speak here,and 
I am going to m eet it.” 
He did m ake Hie speech, and a t its close 
he rode away for Sunnier undisturbed. It 
was th is sam e crowd who threatened him 
th at afterw ard tarred and feathered Rev, 
Pardee B utler and put him stark naked 
afloat on a raft, w ith a Bible in his hand, 
and sent him down the Missouri. This m an 
B utler still lives aud preaches near A tchi­ 
son. 
An old citizen of K ansas tells, as an in ­ 
stance of tho exciting tim es of this period 
of Senator Ingalls’ life, th a t Ingalls wits sit­ 
ting one day eating his dinner in a hotel at 
Atchison. 
A drunken ruffian entered the 
room w ith a revolver in his hand. He saw 
Ingalls, and said: “See here, young m an, 
tiiey say you’re a blank good speaker. Now 
I w ant you to get up and m ake m e a speech 
or I’ll sn o o t----------------- out of you.” W ith 
this the m an pointed hts revolver at Ingalls. 


Y oung In g a ll* T u r n e d A ro u n d 
and replied th a t he did not intend to m ake 
a speech for guy drunkard. The m an con­ 
tinued to sw ear and flourished his revolver, 
w hich was cocked. 
He jum ped up and 
down as he did so. in a frenzy of rage, and 
by accident his boot h it his pistol and it 
w ent off and hit his leg, filling his hoots 
w ith blood. This sobered him som ewhat 
and he left the dining-room. 
Ingalls w ent upstairs, brought down Ins 
pistol, laid it beside his plate, and w ent on 
w ith his eating, A few m om ents later he 
heard shooting w ithout, and stepping to 
the door saw three m en running and firing 
a t each other. The m an ahead was turning 
and firing at th e m en bel)iud him. The 
second m an was firing at tile one in front of 
him , and tho last man was firing at the 
second one 
One of these m en was the as­ 
sailant of a few m om ents before, aud he 
was killed th at afternoon. 
At another tim e Ingalls w as employed to 
defend three robbers, whose trials were to 
come off in a few days. One night the 
vigilance com m ittee called at his house and 
told him th a t his services could be dispensed 
w ith, as they intended to hang the prisoners 
them selves. They w ent to the jail and took 
out the prisoners te hang them . Ingalls 
jum ped upon his horse and followed them . 
W hen he arrived they w ere about to hang 
th e robbers, and refused to hear him speak. 
They threatened to take his life if he spoke, 
hut the speech he m ade was so effective 
th a t they concluded to let the law take its 
course as to one of the prisoners w hile they 
hanged the other two, and thus Ingalls had 
a chance to m ake his defence after all. 
Mi* F ir At C lie n t 
after settling in Kansas was a carpenter, 
and his first fee avos taken out in work. 
For his legal services the carpenter m a li 
him a table and a high desk. This desk is 
painted green, its top is covered w ith green 
oilcloth and it is kept in Hie Ingalls fam ily 
today as one of its m ost precious pieces of 
furniture. Senator Ingalls’ son used it as 
part of 1/is room furniture at college and 
the boy prizes it very highly on account of 
its associations; 
Ingalls’ election to the U iyted States Sen­ 
ate is a m atter of history. He succeeded S. 
•'J. Pomeroy, and Pomeroy was defeated by 
a legislator nam ed York, who accepted 
$7000 for his vote, and who at the tim e the 
vote was being taken, arose, exposed Pome­ 
roy, and handed the m oney to the speaker 
of the Legislature. After this expose there 
was no legislator who had the nerve to vote 
for Pomeroy, though m any of them had 
his money in their pockets. Ingalls was 
the next leading candidate, and lie was 
elected. 
The 
legislators 
felt 
th at in 
casting their votes for him they would be 
free from suspicion, and in this way, in a 
m easure accidental, lie received his first 
election. He had refused, I understand, a 
nom ination for Congress before this, and 
had expected eventually to g o to the Sen­ 
ate. though lie had not strong hopes th at 
the tune was so near a t hand. He served 
his State so well th at he was re-elected in 
1878, and tw o years ago he was again 
elected. His record as a United States sen­ 
ator is too well known to be repeated. 
His private conversation is as full of m eat 
as his senatorial speeches, and when Ile talks 
every sentence m akes you think, and every 
word weighs a pound. He is a man of broad 
reading, and he draws his illustrations from 
the antediluvian t>eriods of geology in one 
sentence, and in the n ex t takes a m etaphor 
from the classics of the English novelist. He 
seems to have the know ledge of tile con­ 
gressional library at his com m and, and in 
his brightest speeches he m akes rem arks 
w hich show you that he lives in close sym ­ 
pathy w ith the world and th at be under­ 
stands the thoughts of the m an who is driv­ 
ing a bobtail car as well as of him who 
m easures the distance from star to star or 
prates about the ethics of tho Buddhists. 
T aken altogether, lie isoneof thequeerest 
com binations ever hound up w ithin a hum an 
skin. 
H e is a G e n tle m a n 
as regards his dress and m anners. He does 
not believe in th at phase of political dem a­ 
goguery which prohibits the statesm an from 
wearing a dress coat, w hich m akes him go 
about W ashington like a sloven, and which 
leads him to look a t all aupropriations 
through the wrong end of tile opera glass. 
Ingalls is one of the best dressed m en in 
W ashington. His clothes fit him like a 
glove, and his linen looks as though he 
owned a Chinese laundry. 
He is tall, thin and lightly m ade. He

Oct. 17, 1814, the day on which the Mas­ 
sachusetts Legislature issued a call to the 
New E ngland States for a conference, tho 
new spapers

despatches 
from 
G hent containing the B ritish conditions of 
peace. These required a cession of the 
island of N antucket and tw o counties of 
M assachusetts beyond the Penobscot, the 
abandonm ent of the fisheries and fishing 
rights, 
which had been conceded w ith 
A m erican independence in 1788. together 
w ith still more extravagant dem ands in 
relation to the Indians and tho lakes. 
Incredible as it now seetnsj tim Federalist 
leaders blam ed th d || W ashington govern­ 
m ent for refusing these concessions, and at 
th e November election, w hich presently 
ensued, the people of New E ngland were 
invited to declare, first, w hether the British 
proposals ought not to have been enter­ 
tained, and, secondly, w hether the States 
should be represented at the H artford con? 
vention. To both questions there w as an 
em phatic answer in Hie affirm ative. 
Everyw here in Now E ngland the Fed­ 
eralist candidates were

V A R IE D SPOONS, 


Suggestive C hanges and C om binations in 
F o rm an d M ethod of Using. 
Txvo inventive geniuses have evolved two 
variations of th e spoon, but the particular 
purpose for w hich each is intended is not 
referred to by eith er in applying for patents, 
says the New York Sun. No models were 
filed w ith the applications and descriptions, 
and only one illu strated the m ethod of 
handling. The first genius’.description, as 
condensed, is: “A spoon liax'ing the shank 
of the handle at an obtuse angle to a line 
passed lengthw ise through the centre of the 
howl, and having the head of the handle 
bent a t an obtuse angle to the sh ank.” 
The description of the other is: “The 
com bination, w ith a spoon, of a slidable 
scraper enclosing the bowl, a tube on thd 
hack of the spoon handle, a soring-pressed 
rod m ounted in the tube and connected 
w ith the scraper, and a handle m ounted 
loosely on th e spoon handle and connected 
xvi th the spring-pressed rod.” 
The first variation is 
suggestive of an effort 
on behalf of th e xvoarera 
of m ustaches. 
To sip 
from the side of the 
bowl of a spoon is cor­ 
rect, according to table 
m anners, and Hie wearer 
of a m ustache has to 
use the com m on spoon 
in th a t way. or go w ith­ 
out soup, if he objects to 
being an unpleasant ob 
iect w ith the edge oi 
his m ustache dripping 
w ith food. Besides being ail offence against 
good m anners, it is aw kw ard to th ru st out 
the hand and w rist in efforts to project tile 
point of the spoon into the m o u th ; but 
m ost wearers of m ustaches xvould be w ill­ 
ing to m ake th e aw kw ardness as slight as 
possible, if they could enjoy sipping soup or 
tea in th at m anner. 
The inventor of the bent handle Hunts 
the possibility of axvkxvardness in handling, 
and Boldly attack s well established usage, 
h u t it is doubtful w hether the ungraceful 
shape of his variation xviii ho accepted in 
place of the present straight-handled spoon. 
Dealers in tablew are have not seen the in ­ 
vention, and they do not take kindly to the 
illustration of the m ethod of using it. sav­ 
ing that such a change in m anner is a sub­ 
ject- th at more than one genius should 
tackle, notw ithstanding the .support of the 
wearers of m ustaches. 
The other variation 
is suggestive of the 
kitchen and the sick­ 
room, as it can hardly 
he supposed th a t the 
inventor desired to 
change table 
m an­ 
ners, and th a t his 
idea was th a t the 
boxvl should be filled 
and that food should no you w ea r MUS- 
ho suddenly inserted 
tuchks? 
by the action of a 
spring unless m edicine for feeble patients 
be considered. It is more th an likely that 
the variation is intended for use in cooking 
or some operation like candy m aking, in 
which 
substances cling to the ordinary 
spoon and cannot be cleaned off w ithout 
considerable waste, Ce.xtainly the use of it 
at table xvould be worse than had m anners.

W h at D eters W o m en F ro m M arriage.

There are three general causes which 
bring m arriage into disfavor (w ith women): 
Philanthropy,

factor in its subtle influence against m ar­ 
riage. The m ental atm osphere is perm eat­ 
ed w ith 
th e idea of responsibility for 
another’s happiness. 
W oman now feels herself accountable for 
the xvelfare of hum anity, and through the 
exercise of th a t responsibility has found oc­ 
cupation for m ind and h eart: which has 
prevented absorption iii her own affairs. 
H igher education has effected m arriage, in­ 
asm uch as it has opened nexv avenues of 
em ploym ent for women, has fortified them 
for life as a xvliole, and lias led them to re­ 
gard m arriage as an incident. 
It has given girls a com m unistic feeling 
which m akes them prefer to teach where 
there are no other teachers rath er than to 
live on a hilltop and read aloud to their 
parents, or to retire to a farm or a tene­ 
m ent and bake and brew for their hus­ 
bands. T he higher education has separated 
m arriage and motherhood. 
Almost all women love 
children and 
xvould gladly use their know ledge for the 
delight and profit of a family, b u t they do 
not w ant th e intervening m arriage. Analy­ 
sis has advanced from being st m ethod in 
textbooks to the study of one’s self. The 
age is analytic. 
Once xvork w as so constant th a t married 
women did not realize th eir loneliness or 
w ant of appreciation that befell them . Now 
society am t the m iddle class have leisure to 
exam ine th eir states of m ental solitude, and 
to see just w here husbands are xvanting.
